rhe action taken by the President with reference to the 
ryent charges of cruelty and the illegal exercise of mil- 
y gutherity, brought against our soldiers in the Phil- 
‘ppines, is am illustration of the maxim that the absent 
are always wrong. It is’ practically an impeachment of 
the good faith of our military commanders in the 
field. It is not the Army way to condemn men unheard 
ov to make ah open exposure of charges against officers 
and gentlemen until they have been fully inquired into 
thiough the ordinary military channels. As it is, the 
i’rsident has perhaps followed the only course open to 
him, which was to make it apparent to Congress and to 
the country that there is no intention to permit any 
illezal exercise of authority, or to condone any offence 
against the military law. Our officers will at least have 
an opporivnity to meet and answer their accusers, and 
if it should be shown that these have brought false ac- 
cusation they should in their turn be held to a rigid re- 
sponsibility if in the military service. It would be strange, 
if with an army so largely composed of new material, 
there should be no departures from the strict letter of the 
revulations, and the requirements of military law, but 


we see no reason to suppose that the correction of the 


evil, such as it is, could not be safely left to the ordinary 


erations cf military justice at the hands of officers who, 
ving on the ground, and understanding all of the circum- 
stinees, are much more competent to deal with the situ- 
ion than any officer at Washington under the terror- 
ing influence of hostile public opinion. Whatever their 
uethods, General Chaffee and the officers under him 
ve certainly accomplished results, as is shown by the 
ews of the surrender of Malvar which comes this week. 
We only hope that this fire in their rear will not weaken 
them in dealing with the very difficult problem of the 
Moros. And it is to be hoped that the President will not 
be guilty of any such folly as that of appointing a com- 
mision to investigate the conduct of the war in the Phil- 
pines. The battlefields of the Rebellion are strewn with 
the evidences of the cruelty of thus limiting the freedom 
f action of men whose lives and sacred honor are pledged 
» the full discharge of duty. Military action to be ef- 
fective must be short, sharp and decisive and it cannot 
a.t upen the slow process of debating societies. What- 
er may be learned as to individual action in the field 
will still remain true that nowhere in colonial his- 
ry is to be found an example of a war conducted more 
«(feetively, and with a more strict regard to the human- 
es. then that in the Philippines.

‘hanged. Disregarding the hostile animus in this asser- 
on, let us try as calmly and dispassionately as we may 
) examine whether there is any truth in it.” This 
s certainly not a correct statement of what was said by 
‘jeneral Funston, if he is the officer referred to, as will 
© seen py a reference to his speech before the Lotos 
‘lub, published in the ArMy AND Navy JourNaL of 
March 15, page 690. Wither this reverend gentleman is 
he victim of a guilty conscience, or he is one of those 
o whom may be applied the remark of a college pro- 
‘ssor concerning one of his pupils that he had a great 
‘mount of misinformation on a great variety of subjects. 
As to the treaty of The Hague referred to by Dr. Adler, 
t has no bearing on this case as its application is in ex- 
press terms limited to the nations who are parties to it. 
The Hague treaty further limits the benefits of the laws 


and customs of war to forces commanded by a person 
responsible for his subordinates, who have a fixed dis- 
tinction on them recognizable at a distance, who carry 
arms openly and conduct their operations in accordance 
with the laws and customs of war. This does not apply 
to the Filipino insurgents. The treaty further limits 
the responsibility of one who penetrates the enemies 
country in disguise to the time he is actually there. If 
he escapes, and is subsequently captured, he must be 
treated as a prisoner of war and cannot be held respon- 
sible for his previous acts of espionage. A correspondent 
informs us tha: during a visit to Salt Lake City General 
Funstou expressed himself as much disgusted, as he might 
well be, at the talk about his alleged violation of the 
rules of war in the capture of Aguinaldo. There was 
no such violation, and so far as Aguinaldo is concerned 
it is shown by a written document in the possession of 
General Funston that he cherishes no ill feeling toward 
his captor, and has expressed his admiration of the clev- 
erness with which the plan for his seizure was planned 
and executed, and has complimented General Funston 
on his ability. Felix Adler is entitled to be listened to 
with respect when he talks about subjects he understands, 
but not when he gives expression to a prejudice concern- 
ing matters he evidently has not inquired into. 





In Westminister Abbey in London, is to be seen a 
monument to John André, an officer of the British 
army who was tried as a spy, condemned as a spy and 
hung as a spy, and a citizen has been found even in the 
United States, to erect a monument on American soil 
in honor of André. In the City Hall Park, New York, 
within sight of our windows, is to be observed a statue 
erected in honor of Nathan Hale, the Yankee school- 
master who was tried, condemned, and executed as a 
spy by the British, as André was by the Americans. 
These are only two illustrations of the fact that the 
exercise of stratagem to accomplish a patriotic pur- 
pose in war by no means condemns the man who re- 
sorts to such a method, even though he thereby sub- 
jects himself to the ignominious punishment of death 
by the hangman. The sergeant in Washington’s army 
who deserted into the British lines, in order to‘ carry 
out a plot to seize the traitor Arnold, is to this day 
held up to the admiration and emulation of youthful 
American patriots. Why then should Felix Adler, and 
other “ethical” talkers, be so severe in their condem- 
nation of General Funston for doing what has been 
always held to be one of the loftiest illustrations of 
patriotic self-devotion? The risks and hardships en- 
dured by General Funston and his party in their pur- 
suit of Aguinaldo have never been exceeded in any 
similar experience and the happy results following their 
bold enterprise has fully justified it as a stratagem of 
war, entered upon for a legitimate purpose. Winthrop, 
in his treatise on military law, says: “The extreme 
penalty is not attached to the crime of the spy because 
of any peculiar depravity attached to the act. The 
employment of spies is not infrequently resorted to by 
military commanders, and is sanctioned by the usages 
of civilized warfare; and the spy himself may often 
be a heroic character. A military or other person can- 
not be required by an order, to assume the office of 
spy; he must volunteer for the purpose; and where so 
volunteering, not on account of special rewards offered 
or expected, but from a courageous spirit and a pa- 
triotic nature, he generously exposes himself to immi- 
neut danger for the public good and is worthy of high 
honor.” The penalty imposed upon one who penetrates 
into the enemy’s lines in disguise is solely because of 
its deterrent effect, and not because any idea of perfidy 
attaches to the act. Such means of injuring the enemy 
were in constant use during our Civil War and the 
bold men who successfully employed them were held 
in the highest honor by the military commanders, 


— 
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Gencral Miles still adheres to his opinion concerning 
the disappearing gun carriage, as he stated in his hear- 
ing on the Fortification bill before the House sub-com- 
mittee. General Randolph advised using this gun carriage 
on low and medium sites only, putting barbette guns on 
high sites. “It would be absurd,” he said, “to put a disap- 
pearing gun there because no ship could get the requi- 
site elevation.” General Crozier is, of course, in favor 
of the disappearing carriages. The argument for their 
use is very fully presented in the synopsis we give else- 
where of a statement accompanying the last report of 
the Chief of Ordinance. In his testimony General Gil- 
lespie, in answering questions concerning the Gruson 
turret, stated that armored defenses were not needed, 
as the disappearing gun affords ample protection at a 
less expense, a turret, provided only for the gun. There 
was not storage for ammunition or quarters for the 
men. The fact that turrets are used in Holland where 
they had to build under water, as we should have to do 
if we used the Gruson turret, was no argument for 
using the turret here. As to our present armament 
General Gillespie stated that our project of coast de- 
fense calls for 2,170 guns, and appropriations have been 
made for almost one-half this number, viz.: 299 heavy 
guns, 386 rapid-fire guns and 376 12-inch mortars. At 
present the emplacements were ahead of the guns. As 
to the wire-wound gun General Crozier said that one 
of the many experimented with has been recommended 
for adoption, but its construction has not been pushed. 
The permission to use a certain amount of money for 
the wire guns had never been availed of. General Gil- 
lespie and General Crozier are very enthusiastic on the 
subject of mortars, but General Randolph not so much 
so. He thought that mortars were needed in certain 





localities, but he was in favor of direct fire when it 
could be brought to bear. There is much less chance 
of missing with high power guns than with the 
trajectory of mortars. General Gillespie said that 
recent tests of mortars had completely changed the 
views of many former opponents of this gun. We have 
a reasonable number of mortars in our principal har- 
bors, but need more to occupy positions where they are 
absolutely essential to the defense. We now have 389 
of the 558 ordered mortars required. General Crozier 
said: “The experiments which have been made at Portland 
Harbor have dealt with the machine in the hands of 
its users, and therefore have taken in the equation of 
the national and personal equation of the people who 
were handling it, and the result is it is considered suffi- 
ciently accurate to use at a moving target with ser- 
viceability. I think that is a little bit more than was 
contemplated in the installation of these pieces.”

The plans of the Wngineers, as presented by General 
Gillespie to the House sub-committee on appropriations 
provide for defenses at Manila, Honolulu, Pearl Har 
bor and Guam. The defense of other points in the Phil- 
ippines may be insignificant unless the Navy Depart- 
ment should locate its large naval station at Subig Bay. 
Guam is important not only as a naval station, but as a 
station of the cable line to connect San Francisco with 
Manila. The new defenses proposed may be urgently 
needed at any time. General Gillespie is of the opinion 
that little defense will be required at Subig Bay, and that 
it is probable that the Navy Department wil] never locate 
a station there. General Crozier showed the necessity for 
a further increase of the artillery, if we are to provide for 
our extended system of defense, It would require 
double the number of men to man the guns we already 
have, and the force would have to be trebled to be fully 
prepared at every point where we have seacoast for- 
tifications. General Randolph said. that he was looking 
to the National Guard to help the artillery out: “They 
were at Fishers Island last year and drilled with and 
fired the guns. In their own armory they have a dis- 
appearing gun in Brooklyn which they work very well, 
indeed, and they are going through the matter of range 
and position finding with the instruments there on the 
floor of the armory. They are going down to Fort 
Hamilton and Fort Wadsworth, where they will be 
given an opportunity to see the working of the various 
instruments and the batteries. Then in Massachusetts 
we have the Ist Massachuetts Artillery, which has 
been doing very good work, and in the maneuvers which 
we expect to have between the Army and Navy this 
fall both of those regiments will be utilized, and pos- 
sibly some more.”

In a Washington despatch of April 14 to the New 
York Tribune we are told that “Another positive step 
in the direction of preventing a revival of the Schley 
controversy is attributed to the President in the Navy 
Department’s reversal to-day of its determination to 
detail Lieut. Comdr. Templin Morris Potts as naval 
attache at Berlin, Vienna and Rome. Lieutenant Com- 
mander Potts was a watch and division officer on the 


_ battleship Massachusetts, and will be remembered as 


the only naval officer who accused Rear Admiral 
Schley of personal cowardice in his testimony before 
the court of inquiry last October. Since that investiga- 
tion Lieutenant Commander Potts has been attached 
to the receeiving ship Richmond, at Philadelphia, 
awaiting the expiration of the term of Comdr. Wil- 
liam Beehler, who has been stationed in Germany the 
last three years. The decision to have Lieutenant 
Commander Potts succed Commander Beebler was 
authoratively announced at the Navy Department on 
Saturday, the change to be made immediately. To-day 
it is declared that no change will be made for some 
time, and that in no event will Lieutenant Com- 
mander Potts go to Europe or to any duty that might 
be construed as rewarding him for his testimony at 
the Schley court. 





It is interesting and creditable in equal degree that the 
first case to be submitted to the International Court of 
Arbitration established by The Hague Conference should 
come through the initiative of the United States. The 
matter in controversy involves the liability of the Govern- 
ment of Mexico to the authorities of the Roman Catholic 
Church for interest on the value of certain lands which the 
Government undertakes to hold in trust for the benefit 
of the church, the amount in dispute being about $1,000,- 
000. Through the kindly offices of Hon. Powell Clayton, 
United States Ambassador. to Mexico, the Mexican Gov- 
ernment has agreed to submit the affair to arbitration 
under the terms of The Hague agreement, thus opening 
the way for the first session of the great tribunal created 
by that compact. 





A correspondent in the Philippines says: “In view of 
the contemplated abolishment of the Army transport 
service I have seen no plea in any of the service papers 
for the officer’s family. It seems hardly fair that offi- 
cers should be expected to serve three years at a time 
in these islands without their families, and yet if 
provision is made for paying officers’ mileage on 
trip across the Pacific the cost of transportation’ 
private lines will in many cases be probibitive.” 


The New York East Conference of the M, B. Church 
has voted to present a memorial to the President urging 
him to use his influence to procure the enactment of pro- 
hibitory laws for the Philippines. 
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H. R. 13475, introduced in the House last week by 
Mr. Young, for the improvenment in breeding horses 
and to enable the Government to procure better cav- 
alry and artillery remounts, authorizes the Secretary of 
War to designate three officers of the Regular Army on 
the retired list from the cavalry, artillery, and infan- 
try services, and the Secretary of Agriculture to ap- 
point twelve practical horse breeders, who shall con- 
stitute a commission, serving without pay except ac- 
tual expenses, to inspect stallions and mares, duly cer- 
tified as sound for breeding purposes, so as to deter- 
mine whether such animals are of proper types and 
likely to produce horses of suitable kinds for the uses 
indicated. The secretary of the commission shall re- 
cord the animals admitted and furnish certificates of 
registry, and shall receive $2,500 per annum. The 
commission shall have its principal office at the De- 
partment of Agriculture but may hold meetings else- 
where when necessary. The commission may act 
through sub-committees at any place within the United 
States. Owners of animals approved shall receive a 
certificate of registry upon payment of a fee of $5 for 
each stallion and of $3 for each mare, the owner of 
each stallion to sign an agreement that such stallion 
may serve such number of registered mares annually 
at a fee to be fixed by the commission. For the pur- 
pose of carrying into effect the provisions of this Act 
the whole country shall be divided into five or more 
districts, according to geographical location. The 
United States shall have the right to call upon the 
breeders who have taken advantage of this Act to 
furnish for the use of the United States registered 
horses, over four and under eight years of age, at a 
valuation to be determined by the commission, or a 
committee of three of its members.

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M. Vassili Vérestchagin, the distinguished Russian 
painter, who has returned to Washington from Cuba 
whither he went to make studies for a great painting 
of the American assault of San Juan Hill, regards the 
withdrawal of the United States from Cuba as unfor- 
tunate for the best interests of the island. He says: 
“Gen. Leonard Wood is one of the few natural born 
administrators that ever lived. It is a great pity that 
the United States is going to give up the island, not so 
much on this country’s account, but for the sake of the 
Cubans. Politically the Cubans are children. They have 
not the slightest conception of official patrotism or duty. 
As the case stands one would think that they would feel 
under lasting obligations to the Americans for what 
the latter have done in giving them the only stable 
government they ever enjoyed, but as a matter of fact, 
they are ingrates. They grumble about the money 
General Wood has spent in cleaning up the city of Ha- 
vana, saying: ‘Why this useless expense to ward off 
yellow fever? Yeilow fever? It kills one or two may- 
hap, but what of that? Men sometimes fall into wells 
and are drowned. We are not in fear of yellow fever, 
we have had it once and we care not if it comes again.’ 
To-day Cuba is a paradise, thanks to General Wood. 
Turn it over to the Cubans and to-morrow it will be a 
fever-breeding swamp. My one regret will be to see that 
psc Naaru revert to the Cubans, who, I am quite 
‘ ’ undo everything that General Wood has 
labored so faithfully to accomplish.” 








Q. M. Sergt. Charles F. Rist, Troop G, 13th Cav.. 
who was tried by G. C. M. a short time since at Fort 
Assinniboine, Montana, and found guilty of killing, to 
the prejudice of good order and military discipline, a 
beef valued at $25,00, the property of one John C. 
Gritiin, while out with a hunting party on the mil- 
itary reservation, Dec. 24, 1901, was sentenced “To 
forfeit ten (10 dollars of his pay per month for a 
period of (2) two months. General Otis, in reviewing 
the proceedings, among other things said: “The ac- 
cused pleaded guilty of the facts set out in the specifi- 
cations and not guilty of the charge; whereupon the 
court, notwithstanding the objection of the accuied, 
directed the judge advocate to present evidence show- 
ing the nature of the offense charged. This ruling un- 
doubtedly would have been correct if the charge and 
specification, taken together, constituted a specific mil- 
itary offense, but the charge merely alleges “conduct 
to the prejudice of good order and military discipline” 
and the specification, simply, that the accused did 
shoot and kill one beef. ‘The charge and specificaton, 
unitedly considered, failed to allege a specific offense, 
and testimony after the submission of the accused’s 
plea should not have been received. But notwithstand- 
ing this erroneous proceeding the evidence elicited ouly 
established the fact that the accused shot and killed a 
beef and with the assistance of other enlisted men 
dressed and placed it on a wagon, but whether ma- 
liciously, unlawfully or otherwise was in no manner 
shown. The proceedings, findings and sentence of the 
court are disapproved. Sergeant Rist will be released 
from arrest and restored to duty with his troop.”

There is a great deal of ridiculous talk in Washing- 
ton and elsewhere over a fanciful report that the Gov- 
ernment had resolved to establish diplomatic relations 
with the Vatican. It has its origin in the announce- 
ment that, acting under official instructions, Judge 





Taft, the Governor of the Philippines, on his way back 
to the islands will stop at Rome to see whether it is 
‘possible to arrange with the Papal authorities for the 
withdrawal of the friars from the Archipelago and the 
sales of their lands to the natives. The last report 
of the Philippine Commission points out that the friars 
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own more than 300,000 acres of land in six provinces 
and that while the military administration has been 
able to prohibit the owners of these lands from evicting 
their destitute tenants, the transfer of affairs to the 
civil authorities is likely to expose these tenants to 
hardship. The Christian Filipinos are virtually all 
Roman Catholics, but Governor Taft says they are a 


_ unit in demanding the withdrawal of the friars. The 


Governor holds that this withdrawal is of vital im- 
portance to the peace and prosperity of the islands, 
and on his urgent recommendation it has been decided 
that he shall go to Rome to ascertain whether an ami- 
cable and satisfactory arrangement can be made 
whereby the friars shall leave the territory. The sug- 
gestion that he goes in the capacity of Ambassador 
is absurd. He goes simply as Governor of the Phil- 
ippines and in behalf of the Filipino people. 





Governor Dockery of Missouri has made an inves- 
tigation of the camp at Lathrop in that State from 
which horses are being shipped to the British army in 
South Africa, and reports that the conduct of the es- 
tablishment is in violation of the neutrality laws. He 
has transmitted a full account of the investigation to 
Senator Cockrell with a request that the matter be 
brought before Congress. Governor Heard of Louisi- 
ana has made a similar statement with regard to the 
camp at Port Chalmette, near New Orleans, and on 
the strengh of his representation an inquiry has been 
instituted by officers of the Army under instructions 
from the Secretary of War. The question involved in 
this whole matter is whether the shipment of horses 
from the United States for the use of an army engaged 
in hostile operations against a nation with which this 
Government is at peace amounts to a breach of neu- 
trality obligations. While awaiting the ruling of the 
State Department on this point, it is well to remember 
that the British have enjoyed no special privileges in 
cur markets, the Boers having had the same right to 
purchase animals with full guaranty against their 
seizure anywhere within the three mile limit from our 
coasts.

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The English are taking note of a remark reported in 
the Times as having been made by a Dutchman well 
acquainted with the Transvaal, at a dinner given in 
Paris by “a Frenchman of high political rank.” The 
remark was to the effect that the real author of the 
war with the Boers is the German Emperor whose 
famous telegram to South Africa was taken by the 
Boers as tantamount to a promise of protection. It is 
now held that thegr eat mistake of the English Govern- 
ment was in not treating this telegram as an unfriendly 
act which the Emperor should have been called upon 
in unmistakable terms to disavow, under threat of waft. 
The Spectator says: “That the Boers were ‘fooled’ in 
the end does not make our unwisdom any the less in 
not recognizing that the German Emperor's telegram 
was a great fact—an act of state which could not be 
ignored, and must be dealt with sharply and at once 
if it was not to have ultimate consequences injurious 
to this country. But, alas! our statesmen found it 
almost impossible to understand that things cannot be 
and not be at the same time.”

The Grant Statue Commission met in the office of 
Secretary Root at the War Department April 14, and 
after accepting the report of Gen. J. M. Schofield and 
Augustus St. Gaudens, of the Special Advisory Com- 
mittee, decided that the design of Henry Merwin 
Shrady, of New York, was the most meritorious, and 
that of Chas. H. Niehaus second in order. The com- 
mission was not fully satisfied with their equestrian 
group, however, and have called upon the s« .'ptors to 
submit another model. The six models considered the 
most meritorious, and for which each of the authors 
will receive $1,000, are, besides the two named, J. 
Massey Rhind, Charles A. Lopez and F. G. R. Roth, 
Waldo Story, Burr C. Miller. Of these six the com- 
mittee finds the design of Mr. Shrady to be first in 
intrinsic merit and best adapted to the site indicated. 
The committee finds the design submitted by Niehaus 
and Bacon to be second in intrinsic merit. This method 
of selecting a work of art by competition is neces- 
sarily unsatisfactory for the reason that it practically 
excludes artists of the most distinguished reputation 
who will not enter into such a competition. 











Governor Taft of the Philippines denies the charge 
that selfish purposes impelled him to withhold from the 
Senate the report of Major Cornelius Gardener, U.S. 
A., Civil Governor of Tayabas province in which that 
officer made unspecified charges against the military 
administration in the islands, and explains that it was 
withheld merely in order that its allegations might be 
investigated. The Governor adds: “It must be under- 
stood that as the head of the civil government in the 
islands, under a form of dual control, my interests and 
sympathy are more with the civil government than with 
the military, and that the inevitable friction which must 
exist under such a government between the two 
branches does not incline me to partiality in favor of 
military methods, however necessary or inevitable, but 
I believe that justice requires that both sides should be 
heard before judgment is given.” 

Fuller particulars of the Japanese military expedition 
which recently undertook to cross the mountain passes 
in the north of the province of Hondo show that it was 
a tragic and unsuccessful effort. The object of the 
expedition was to ascertain whether, in case of a foreigv 





inyasion, the Japanese Government could throw an effect- 
ive force across the passes to expel the ehemy. The 
troops assigned to this task numbered 210 officers and 
men specially selected from the infantry service. Of this 
force less than half are known to have sutvived, and they 
tell a story of extraordinary hardship and sacrifice. They 
marched for days through almost impassable snowdrift: 
and after they entered the first of the passes the men 
were rapidly overcome by the intense cold: Haversacks, 
rifle stocks, extra clothing and other supplies were used 
as fuel, but many members of the expedition froze to 
death as they sat by their camp fires. ‘Seven men per- 
ished while carrying their commander to a place of 
safety ; others wandered away from the column and were 
lost in the snow and of twelve who were rescued some 
are crippled and some are demented. 





As indicating the alignment of European influence on 
conflicting policies the action of the Turkish Government 
in calling out 90,000 irregular troops is highly significant. 
These troops are ostensibly for the purpose of suppressing 
disorder in Macedonia, but it was the calling out of simi- 
lar troops in 1876 that led to the atrocities in Bulgaria 
and those massacres might easily be repeated in Mace- 
donia if these new levies were assembled in that province. 
The Sultan would hardly have called out these troops ex- 
cept for the fact that England and Russia are too much 
occupied in watching each other to trouble him and he 
is temporarily secure against interference from either 
London or St. Petersburg. What, then may we fairly 
expect among the nations when peace comes to South 
Africa, and England is again free to assert herself in 
China and in India? Is the music in the air the music 
of the smithy shaping the implements of war into the 
implements of husbandry, or is it the clang of the forge 
giving form to the bolts of war? 





A correspondent who signs himself “Vancouver, and 
not one of the 7th,” says: “Can you explain why the 17th 
Infantry was so honored for the service at Fl Caney 
and the 7th left out in the cold—almost, fer Mr. 
Wansboro was brevetted? Mr. Wansboro was killed while 
serving with his regiment, the 7th, and doing no more 
and no less than all his brother officers. The 7th Infan- 
try lay for severai hours entirely exposed to the Span- 
ish fire and it is a matter of record that they lost more 
men proportionately than any regiment at Santiago, 
the 16th possibly excepted. The 17th Infantry lay in 
rear of the 7th as reserve and never fired a_ shot. 
Medals of honor and brevets have been showered upon 
them and no one grudges them their honors but why 
neglect another organization? I would respectfully. re- 
quest that Général Chaffee be approached, as the .7th 
was’ under “his command. Was it no credit to him? 
If so why did he not so report it?” 





It is said that Japan felt unable to face Russia single 
handed. This is not true. Japan did not want war, but, 
according to our excellent Japanese contemporary, Japan- 
America, “she felt no doubt as to its issue. She holds 
in her hands the destiny of Wastern Asia, At 
any time, for the past three years, she could 
have hurled back the Russian armies with .. ease. 
At any time for years to come she will . be 
able to crush any force that Russia can throw into 
Korea, Manchuria or into the Amur territory. She could 
send two soidiers to Siberia to Russia’s one, and maintain 
this proportion for at least a year after the commence- 
ment of hostilities. By that time she could be so 
strongly intrenched that Russia would not be able to drive 
the Japanese armies from their lines, with:the open sea, 
supplies and reinforcements behind them. Acting with 
China, which would be almost inevitable, Japan could 
readily drive Russia beyond the Baikal.” 


A bill providing for the erection of a building to ac- 
commodaie the Department of State, the Department of 
Justice and the clerical force of the White House, to 
cost $6,000,000, exclusive of the site, was favorably re- 
ported to the Senate on April 12 from the Committee 
on Public Buildings and Grounds. The site suggested is 
the square north of the State, War and Navy Building. 
the cost being estimated at $1,000,000. It contains many 
historic residences, including the Decatur and Blair 
mansions, and the owners have united in a _ protest 
against the taking of their homes. The plan is for an 
elaborate structure, somewhat on the lines of the Library 
of Congress. It is proposed also to use it for the Presi- 
dent’s receptions, the White House being inadequate for 
that purpose. 
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The bill which Congressman Showalter of Pennsyl- 
vania has introduced and which is now on the private 
calendar of the House of Representatives, will allow, if 
adopted, as it is believed it will be, two months extra 
pay to all United States Volunteers who served in the 
Philippines during the Philippine insurrection and 
those organized under the Act of March 2, 1899, to 
serve for the period ending June 20, 1901. At the 
close of the war with Spain the State Volunteers were 
given two months extra pay in lieu of granting fur- 
loughs and leaves of absence, and it is urged that the 
Volunteers organized under the Act of March 2, 1899, 
and whose service was of long duration, in a tropical 
country and in a continuous active campaign, should 
be similarly rewarded.

The 1st Squadron, 2nd U.S. Cav., will, it is expected, 
leave Cuba, April 23, on the steamship Curityba for 
New York thence to Fort: Ethan Allen, Vt. 
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It is to be hoped that in planning for the centennial 
celebration at West Point in June, due note will be 
taken of the character and position of the 
Academy as an educational institution, so that it shall 
not be presented exclusively in the light of a school for 
soldiers. It has among its living graduates such diplo- 
mats a8 Porter, Hardy and Rathbone, such authors as 
Hardy, King, Savage and William J. Roe; lawyers like 
Andrews and Bacon and Blair; a State Governor, Up- 
ham; among college presidents and professors Webb, 
Chaplin, Fletcher Soule and Martin and among scien- 
tists Holden and Quinan; a clergyman, Deshon, and 
Totten a prophet; engineers like Haupt, Hale, Griffin 
and Rogers; business men and financiers such as Dowd, 
Du Pont, Greene, Farragut, Garretson, Herr, Ledyard 
and Roe. This is not intended to be by any means an 
exhaustive list but only to suggest a class of men from 
whom a strong committee might be formed to co-operate 
with the local committee and widen the public interest 
in a celebration which should be representative, not 
alone of Army graduates but of those who have in civil 
life won honor for their alma mater. The official pro- 
gramme with the addresses delivered by President Roose- 
yvelt, Secretary Root, the superintendent, the orator of 
the day, Horace Porter and General Schofield, Presi- 
dent of the Association of Graduates, will appear in a 
memorial volume with other interesting matter descrip- 
tive of West Point, its history, its relations to the Army, 
the services of its graduates in our various wars, includ- 
ing wars with the Indians; as explorers and in various 
departments of civil life. A record will also be given of 
graduates killed in action, those who have held high 
civil office and a bibliography of the Academy which is 
much more extensive than is usually supposed. There 
will also be given a public list of graduates and acts of 
Congress and other official matter. Let the alumni 
prepare to come from the east, the west, the north and 
the south, and from the lands beyond the seas, to join 
in singing their favorite songs, until they awaken the 
echoes of the Hudson, start old Rip Van Winkle out of 
his long sleep, and the hills break forth into singing and 
the trees of the field clap their hands. Remember that 
there will not be another centennial for another hundred 
years and it is reasonable to assume that none of the 
present graduates will be able to take part in it. 





According to General Crozier the prices we pay for 
finished ordnance product, such as guns, ammunition 
and gun earriages, are 15 per cent. less than in Eng- 
land and less than the prices paid by any other country 
for steel forgings. ‘The increased skill of our manu- 
facturers enables them to produce a better quality of 
forgings than they did formerly and at a less price. 
Asked by the committee before which he appeared as 
to the relative amount of target practice in Army and 
Navy he said that the Navy had more practice, as it 
W as necessary they should, as their conditions are more 
complex. Urging the installation of rapid-fire arma- 
ment, which is behind that of the heavy armament, 
General Crozier said: ““We can fire these guns at pres- 
ent as fast as a man can aim, as fast as the eye can 
adjust itself upon a distant object between successive 
rounds, and it would seem that we were approaching 
near the limit of useful rapidity of fire and that the 
changes that are likely to take place which shall be im- 
provements will be mainly in the direction of economy, 
and not so much in that of efficiency.” General Crozier 
made a plea for new quarters at Sandy Hook and ex- 
plained how he proposed to utilize the plant which we 
have down there and form a sort of school where six, 
or seven or eight officers will be on duty both in con- 
ducting the proving work, which in itself is a very val- 
uable experience, and also in studying, under some guid- 
ance, those matters which are necessary for them to 
knew. As to the new field gun he said: “As soon as 
these tests shall have been made, which will be this 
spring, we expect to make a choice of the new field gun 
and carriage and proceed with the manufacture of the 
entire field armament of the service with the new 
material which we expect to make at the Watervliet 


Arsenal.” 





Svery effort is being made by the Administration to 
wane the objections to the confirmation of General 
Crozier made by the Senate Committee on Military Af- 
fairs. .To meet the objection of those who hold that an 
ficer interested in inventions should not pass on the 
work of other inventors Secretary Root, just previous 
to his departure for Cuba signed an order relieving from 
membership on the Board of Ordnance and Fortifications. 
General Crozier and Capt. I. N. Lewis, the present re- 
corder of the board. Major Charles Shaler of the Ord- 
nance Department has been appointed to the board, vice 
Crozier, and Capt. Harry Taylor of the Engineer Corps 
has been made recorder of the board, vice Lewis. Neces- 
sarily the relief of Captain Lewis had to follow upon 
that of General Crozier, as he is also an inventor of ord- 
nance types. Oaptain Lewis has made a most capable re- 
corder of the Board of Ordnance and Fortifications and 
has done much to promote the interests of the Artillery 
Corps since he has been on that duty. The fight being 
made for the confirmation of General Crozier is one of 
the most bitter ever known between the President and 
the Senate. The radical change in sentiment of the mem- 
bers of the Senate Committee on Military Affairs on the 
morning of the day that the matter was acted upon and 
reported adversely was a great surprise to the War De- 
partment. Since the adverse report was made the strong- 
est possible influences have been breught to bear by the 


Administration upon individual Senators and it is now 
stated that there is more than a fair chance that the 
Senate will not uphold the recommendation of its Com- 
mittee, but will probably confirm the nomination. This 
is a matter, however, that cannot be determined until 
after action has been taken. The action just taken does 
not answer the legal objections made to the confirm- 
ation.

Bills have been introduced in the Senate by Mr. Mc- 
Millan, S. 5201, and in the House by Mr. Gardner, of 
Michigan, H. R. 13502, to prevent robbing the mails, to 
provide a safer and easier method of sending money in 
small amounts by mail, and to increase the postal rev- 
enues. These bills are intended to further an excellent 
plan, which is now being widely agitated, for a “Post 
Check” currency. It is proposed to reprint all $1, $2 and 
$5 Treasury notes, coin or silver certificates now in 
circulation and have tne faces of the new bills provided 
with blank lines. This would be the ordinary money of 
the day. Then when one wishes to send money by mail, 
say $2, he takes such a bill from his pocketbook, writes 
on its face the name of the person or firm to whom it is 
to go, the city and State, and affixes a two-cent stamp 
in the square indicated (one cent stamp for fractional 
bills) cancelling the stamp with.his initials and date and 
signs his name on back. The bill, which previously was 
negotiable money, is instantly transformed into a per- 
sonal check on the United States Government for $2, as 
safe for transmission as any bank check. This is en- 
closed in a letter to the person or firm desired and can be 
collected by the receiver upon identification at the post- 
office named. This would supply a convenient, safe and 
instantly available form of safe money with which the 
public can transact mail business which now aggregates 
in small sums upward of two billion aollars a year. 
The small fee charged would probably aggregate a larger 
revenue to the Government than is received from the 
present money order system. The Post Office Depart- 
ment officials have recognized the advantage of this new 
system and are in favor of it.

Our new Chief of Army Engineers seems to have 
made an excellent impression on the sub-committee of 
the House Committee on Appropriations when he ap- 
peared before them. The chairnian, Mr. Hemenway, 
said to General Gillespie: “I think the information you 
have given us here seems to be very complete, and we 
wish to congratulate you on the complete information 
you have given us.” Among other thmgs urged upon 
the attention of the committee by General Gillespie was 
the necessity of providing for the electric plants for 
post and fortification use and for filling in the ground at 
Fort Monroe, not only to open communication between 
the guns and batteries, but for sanitary reasons. Gen- 
eral Gillespie said to the committee “I am authorized 
by the Secretary of War to say there is no appropriation 
more worthy of consideration by Congress than the ap- 
propriation for the establishment of the war college 
and also for the engineering school at Washington Bar- 
racks, D.C.” The school was first established at Fort 
Totten but the artillery companies ordered there grad- 
ually crowded it out. The General also said: “Now, 
there is another thing I want to call you attention to, 
and that is the item for the purchase of submarine 
mines and necessary appliances, The law has turned 
torpedoes over to the Artillery, and we believe that it 
is essential for good administration that they shall man- 
ufacture and use them, but we will provide the case- 
mates, the cable galleries, the storehouses, and cable 
tanks, which are all masonry structures and properly 
engineering work.”

The War Department fears that the prospects of trou- 
ble between the Moros of the Island of Mindanao and 
American troops will seriously interfere with the plans 
for the bringing home before June 1 of this year of the 
remainder of the troops in the Philippines who left this 
country for Manila in 1899. When it was first decided 
to order home these troops it was planned to have them 
all arrive in this country not later than October 1, but 
recently this scheme was changed, and it was hoped that 
all of them would leave Manila not later than June 1. 
In his cablegram General Chaffee states that it will be 
necessary to retain for the present the battalion of the 
17th Infantry still in the Philippines. The Moros are a 
fierce tribe and if a general outbreak occurs General 
Chaffee will undoubtedly need all of the troops he still 
has under his command. 








A dinner is to be given on the American Line steam- 
ship St. Paul, in New York city, on the evening of April 
22 to commemorate the fourth anniversary of the open- 
ing of the Spanish-American War and the placing of the 
St. Paul in commission as a warship. Many persons 
who took part in the war will be at the dinner with 
members of the Society of the Caribbean, an organization 
of war correspondents who were in the Cuban and Porto 
Rico campaigns. Many correspondents who followed the 
campaigns of Grant, Sherman and Sheridan in the Civil 
War will be present. 





The Comptroller of the Treasury holds that naval 
officers appointed to be chiefs of Navy Department 
Bureaus are entitled under the operation of Sec. 
7 of the Navy Personnel Act to the allowances for 
forage of a brigadier genera] in the Army. The pro- 
vision in Sec. 13 of the Personnel Act, making a re- 
duction of 15 per cent. for services on shore duty, does 











not, he contends, supersede the more specific provision 
made for the compensation of chiefs of bureaus in Sec. 
7, and that such officers, if below the rank of rear ad- 
miral, when appointed to those positious, are entitled 
to the brigadier generals’ pay without deduction for 
shore service. The exception of forage made for navel 
officers in Sec. 13 does not apply to chiefs of bureaus, 
The point was raised by Surgeon General Rixey. 





At the meeting of the Senate Committee on Military 
Affairs held this week nothing of importance was con- 
sidered. The bill to increase the efficiency of the Army 
was not touched upon; the question of Army brevet 
commissions received no action, and the important and 
interesting matter of the Wastman-Bullard transfer 
was not considered. The committee will immediately 
take up for consideration the Army Appropriation bill. 
Col. William H. Carter, of the Adjutant General’s De- 
partment, appeared before the committee on April 17 
and submitte’ a letter from the Secretary of War, 
authorizing him to represent the War Department in 
Cuba on all matters of Army legislation during the 
Secretary’s absence.

To those who prate of the severity of the American 
military authorites in their treatment of the Filipinos, 
we commend the following extract from an address 
delivered by Brig. Gen. Frederick Funston, U.S.A., at 
a banquet of the Ohio Society of California in San Fran- 
cisco on the evening of April 2: “After the first three 
or four months of fighting the Filipinos forsook all civil- 
ized methods of fighting and began guerrilla warfare 
of a sort unparalleled in history. They killed directly 
or by slow torture nearly 4,000 of their own countrymen 
during 1900 and 1901 because they would not contribute 
money to support the insurgent cause. I know of nearly 
400 cases in my own district in wiih natives were 
buried alive, and many of them were women and children. 
They committed inconceivable atrocities on American sol- 
diers who fell into their hands.” 


After a short stay at Chemulpo, Korea, including an 
official visit to the capital, Seoul, the U.S.8S. New Or- 
leans has gone to Nagusaki, and will probably remain at 
that port for some little time for minor repairs and 
overhauling to be done by the Mitsu Bishi dock yard 
there. The political situation at Seoul, in so far as re- 
lates to America, continues in a satisfactory state, and 
our Minister, Dr. H. N. Allen, expresses the opinion that 
our interests are safe from trouble so long as Japanese 
influences are paramount. Since the considerable influx 
of Japanese merchants and other businesses into Che- 
mulpo that city has improved in every respect in a 
wonderful manner, and it is quite within the possibilities 
that this fine situation may become in the near future a 
purely Japanese station of influence.

The Isham shell seems to have friends enough to 
secure for it a further trial, but the new explosive, 
thorite, does not appear to make much headway. Gen- 
eral Randolph objects to its highly absorbent qualities, 
which are in excess of the service smokeless powder, 
which he also criticises on the same ground. The chief 
of ordnance states that our smokeless powders hold 
their quality well in storage, and better than the old 
charcoal powder.

Secretary Root received the report of the board of 
officers, April 15, to prepare a plan for the improvement 
of Governors Island, New York. It provides for an elab- 
orate construction of buildings for troops, laying out of 
several water-front drives, etc. Major Martin, of the 
Quartermaster General’s Office, and Colonel Kimball, 
were on board. The plans involve the expenditure of 
several million dollars and Congress will be asked to 
make an appropriation to begin the work at an early 
date. 


Major George F. Downey, Pay Dept., U.S.A., who 
has served nearly four years in the Philippines, is 
quoted by the Salt Lake Tribune as saying of the Fili- 
pinos: “They are the most accomplished liars I have 
ever met. They are past grand masters in the art. 
Some of them are bright, and very polite, but no faith 
can be placed in the average native. Some of them 
profess great admiration for the Government of the 
United States and affect to be delighted with the pros- 
pect of being under our Government, but I don’t be- 
lieve them when they say it.” 4

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MAJOR WALLER ACQUITTED. 


The newspaper despatches report that Major Little- 
ton W. T. Waller, U.S.M.C., who was tried by a 


mixed court martial at Manila on charges of having 
executed natives of Samar without authority, was ac- 
quitted on April 12. We are told on the same authority 
that Major Waller addressed the court in his own behalf 
on April 11, citing facts to refute the charge that he was 
unnaturally cruel. He is reported as having declared that 
he had recieved’ many letters from Spaniards captured in 
the naval battle of Santiago thanking him for his kindness 
while they were under his charge. As to summary ex- 
ecutions he stated that in 1882 he served with the 
British forces in Egypt, and that after the Arabs had 
captured and decapitated British pickets all Arabs 
captured were shot without trial. The same course 
was pursued, he said, by the allied troops in China in 
1900. “It is impossible to conceive such treachery 
as that of the natives of Samar,” said the Major. 
“They attempted to murder my command. I shot 
them. I honestly thought then that I was right, and I 
believe so now. Neither my people nor the world will 
believe me to be a murderer.” 

Argument in the case was closed on April 12 and the 
court deliberated less than half an hour. 

In the House on April 15, Representative Burleson of 
Texas, introduced a resolution calling on the Secretary

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NEWS FROM THE PHILIPPINES. 


Brig, Gen. J. Franklin Bell, U.S.A., commanding in 
Bantangas province, Island of Luzon, reports the sur- 
render of three insurgent columns under command of Gen- 
eral Bunal. These columns have given the Americans 
much trouble and their surrender is regarded as important. 
In addition to General Bunal two colonels, eight staff offi- 
cers, eighteen lieutenants, seventy-five riflemen, 200 bolo- 
men and 400 members of a revolutionary society have 
taken the oath of allegiance. Unofficial telegrams 
state that two columns, comprising 1,500 men, are leav- 
ing Nanalarng and Cottabatto and invading the Lake 
Lanae district. The trails are closed and the Moros 
are fortifying themselves. 

The editors of “Freedom,” a Manila newspaper, have 
been arrested on charges of violating the Treason and 
Sedition law, their alleged offense consisting of publish- 
ing a violent attack on the civil government of the 
islands which it describes as corrupt and rotten, the 
oflicials of which should be put in jail or deported. The 
defendants refuse to approve a movement of business 
men to have the complaint dismissed, insisting that 
they can prove their charges. 

Mrs. Chaffee, wife of Major Gen. Adna R. Chaffee, took 
a large launch party from Manila to Cavite on March 1, 
where she and her guests were charmingly entertained 
by Capt. Franklin Hanford, commander of the naval sta- 
tion. Mrs. Chaffee’s guests included Mrs. Sanger, wife 
of Col. Joseph P. Sanger, Mrs. Bubb, wife of Col. John 
W. Bubb, Mrs. Aldrich, wife of Lieut. James H. Aldrich 
Mrs. Maus, wife of Major Louis M. staus, Miss Good- 
man, daughter of Major Thomas C. Goodman, Lieut. 
Robert E. Wood, Capt. Louis H. Bash, Lieut. Fred. L. 
Munson, Lieut. Roy B. Harper, Lieut. John H. Rice, 
Major Henry P. Kingsbury and Capt. Julian R. Lindsey. 

Capt. Elmore F. Taggart, 6th Inf., U.S.A., has suc- 
ceeded in organizing a society, the purpose of which is to 
establish a zoological garden in Manila. A fine enclosure 
has been made in the grounds of the Botanical Gardens 
and a growing collection of deer, monkeys and other ani 
mals is already on exhibition. 

Lieut. Henry A. Hanigan, 6th Inf., U.S.A., announces 
his engagement to Miss Lucena Keyes, a popular youn; 
American school teacher stationed at Lloilo. The date for 
the marriage has not yet been fixed. 

Capt. Henry T. Allen, 6th Cav., U.S.A., Chief of the 
Philippines Constabulary, recently asked Brig. Gen. J. 
Franklin Bell, U.S.A., commanding in Batangas province, 
Island of Luzon, if he, Captain Allen, would be allowed 
to pursue insurgents who left Cavite to take refuge within 
the limits of the General’s command. General Bell replied : 
“So far as I am concerned you can follow any insurgent 
from Cavite wherever you please in this brigade. My sole 
object is to put an end to the war and it makes no differ- 
ence to me who catches the insurgents.” 

Lieut. Sydney H. Hopson, 24th Inf., U.S.A., was mar- 
ried in Manila on March 4 to Miss Ada M. Ruddock, of 
Reading, England, who arrived a few days before on the 
transport ‘Thomas from San Francisco. The bride was 
given away by Lieut. William M. Goodale, of the 16th 
Infantry, and was attended by Mrs. Goodale. The best 
man was Lieut. Fred T. Austin, of the Coast Artillery. 
The ceremony Was performed in the drawing room of the 
Hotel Metropole by Rev. William Fritz, of the M. E. 
Church. 

Acting Governor Wright, of the Philippines, has ap- 
pointed a committee to obtain contributions to the Mc- 
Kinley Memorial Fund, among the members being Major 
Gen. Adna R. Chaffee and Capt. ‘rank De Witt Ramsey, 
of the Army, and Comdr. Adolph Marix, of the Navy. 
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FILIPINO TREACHERY. 


Major General Chaffee in reviewing the proceedings of 
a military commission of which J. J. Edmondson, Assist- 
ant Surgeon, U.S.V., was president, and Lieut. C. L. Me- 
Kain, 16th Inf., was Judge Advocate, for the trial of sev- 
eral natives found guilty and sentenced to be hung for 
the murder of five American soldiers at Naguilian, P.L., 
Jan. 12, 1900, said: it appears from the evidence that 
five American soldiers had been left behind their regi- 
ment, three of whom were sick and two acting as guards ; 
that they were en route to join their regiment, bearing 
their arms and that the presidentes of the pueblos through 
which they passed, furnished guides to conduct them and 
appear to have required receipts from the presidente of 
the next succeeding pueblo along the route in order, evi- 
dently, to show good faith to the authorities of the 
American Army within whose lines these pueblos were 
located. The accused, Flaviano Mondonnedo, was vice- 
presidente of Naguilian and acknowledged the arrival of 
the soldiers at his pueblo. Later he sent them forward, 
accompanied by the accused, Alejandro Marinduque, Bal- 
domero Danao, Flaviano Malana and Braulio Monteagudo, 
but with secret orders to these men to kill the soldiers. 
This they consummated to the letter of their instructions, 
killing all five of their victims, three of whom were sick 
and feeble, and leaving their bodies unburied in a gully in 
the mountains. The treachery of the accused Flaviano 
Mondonnedo in instigating this murder and the semblance 
of friendship and good will, it may bé assumed as neces- 
sarily employed by the accused, Alejandro aeeeteee 
Baldomero Danao, Flaviano Malana and Braulio Mon- 








teagudo, to lull their intended victims into a false sense 
of security and so obtain a favorable opportunity to kill 
them, constitute a crime abhorrent to every ennobling 
impulse of mankind. The sentences, approved by the con- 
vening authority, are confirmed. However, as this crime 
was committed at a time when war was flagrant, the 
arrival of American troops in the province of Isabela 
recent, and the native population was excited and wrought 
upon by misleading reports diligently circulated by de- 
signing men regarding the intentions of the United 
States in enforcing its lawful authority in these islands, 
it is conceivable that a mistaken sense of patriotic duty 
mingled with the motives which prompted this crime, 
and it being also true that like crimes have long since 
ceased in the province of Isabela, some mitigation will, 
for these reasons, be extended. All should, however, 
take warning that a like crime committed at this time 
when the laws of war are better understood by the 
people, can meet with no paliation whatever. The sen- 
tences against Flaviano Mondonnedo, Alejandro Marin- 
duque, Baldomero Danao, Flaviano Malana and Brauilo 
Monteagudo are commuted to imprisonment at hard labor 
for the period of their natural lives, and will be duly 
executed at the Presidio de Manila. 


GENERAL MACARTHUR’S STATEMENT. 


Major Gen. Arthur MacArthur, U.S.A., in continua- 
tion of his statement before the Senate Committee on 
the Philippines, was asked on April 12 to say whether 
within his knowledge the American forces had invited 
Aguinaldo to co-operate with them in the assault on 
Manila. General MacArthur said that on the evening 
previous to the attack on Manila, after General Mer- 
ritt had issued his order of battle, he (MacArthur) was 
in consultation with General Anderson when General 
Anderson received a communication from General Mer- 
ritt directing him to inform Aguinaldo that the battle 
which was to take place the next day was to be between 
the Americans and the Spaniards, and that he must not 
take part under any circumstances. Aguinaldo was at 
that time, General MacArthur’ said, five miles away, 
and the message was sent to him by wire. He knew, 
however, that the Filipino leader had received it, be- 
cause he had declined to accept the suggestion, and he 
and his native forces had taken part in the engagement 
the next day. What had become of that communica- 
tion General MacArthur said he did not know. He 
also said that if there had been co-operation between 
Aguinaldo and General Anderson while the latter was in 
command of the American forces he did not know it. 

Senator Patterson asked a series of questions in- 
tended to bring out the fact that there had been an 
understanding between the American commander, Gen- 
eral Merritt, and Admiral Dewey and the Spanish 
commanders that the attack on Manila should be a 
inere feint with the view of securing a surrender with 
an appearance of a battle, but without any real fight. 

“If there was such an agreement the fact never 
reached me as a brigadier general,” said General Mac- 
Arthur, “and I have never yet heard it officially. All 
my orders were for battle.” 

“Have you any question now, as a soldier and an 
officer of the Army, that there was an understanding 
that the resistance of the Spaniards was to be purely 
nominal?” Senator Patterson asked. 

“Yes, I have a good deal of question on that point,” 
replied the witness. “I have never seen anything to 
justify such an opinion outside of what I have seen in 
print. 1 can only say that I understood the order to be 
for a fight, and all that has come to me to the contrary 
has been ex:parte in character.” 

“Have you never talked with General Merritt on the 
subject?” 

**Never.” 

“Do you in your testimony distinguish between 
ofticial information and information that may have come 
to you through other sources?” 

“My desire is to speak here the truth, the whole 
truth and nonthing but the truth. The facts are of 
record. What General Merritt’s policy was I do not 
know. It did not occur to me at the time that there 
Was any inconsistency in his conduct, and if there 
should appear to the committee to have been inconsis- 
tency I have no doubt that the general will be found 
willing to explain it. I prefer that he should speak for 
himself.”

Press dispatches state that upon the trial of Major 
Waller, of the Marine Corps, testimony was given by 
Waller, corroborated by other witnesses, that Gen. Jacob 
N. Smith instructed him to kill and burn; that the 
more he killed and burned the better pleased General 
Smith would be; that it was no time to take prisoners, 
and that when Major Waller asked General Smith to 
define the age limit for killing, he replied “Everything 
over ten.” 

If such testimony was given, and the facts can be es- 
tablished, you will place General Smith on trial by 
court-martial. 

Yesterday before the Senate Committee on Philippine 
affairs, Serg. Charles 8S. Riley and Private William 
Lewis Smith, of the 26th Vol. Inf., testified that the 
form of tortures known as the “watercure’ was admin- 
istered to Presidente of the town of Igbarras, Iliolo 
Province, Island of Panay by detachment of 13th United 
States Infantry, under command of Lieut. Arthur L. 
Conger, under orders of Major Edwin F. Glenn, then 
Captain 25th Infantry, and that Captain and Asst. Surg. 
Palmer Lyon, at that time a contract surgeon was pres- 
ent to assist them. The officers named, or so much of 
them as are found to be responsible for the act, will be 
tried therefor by court-martial. Conger and Lyon are 
in this country. As both the 2%th Volunteer Infantry 
and 18th Infantry having returned to the United States. 
and most of the witnesses being presumptively here, the 
Secretary of War directs that Major EB. F. Glenn, 2th 
Infantry, be directed to proceed to San Francisco and 
report to the General Commanding the Department of 
California, with a view to his trial by court-martial un- 
der charges alleging the cruelties practiced by him upon 
a native of the Philippine Islands at Igbarras on. the 
28th of June, 1990. If you can discover any witnesses 
still in the service in the Philippine Islands who can 
testify in support of the charges, or if Major Glenn de- 
sires the attendance of any persons now serving in the 
islands as witnesses for the defense, you will direct 
them to proceed to San Francisco for that purpose. As 
the two years ailowed for the prosecution by the stat- 
ute of limitations is nearly at an end, no time is to be 
lost. You will take such course in advancing or post- 
poning the investigations previously ordered into the 
conduct of General Smith and Major Glenn, as shall be 
required to enable you to execute these instructions. It 
is believed that the violations of law and humanity, of 
which those cases, if true, are examples, will prove to 
be few and occasional and not to characterize the con- 
duct of the Army generally in the Philippines; but the 
fact that any such acts of cruelty and barbarity appear 
to have been done indicates the necessity of a most 
thorough, searching and exhaustive investigation under 
the general charges preferred by Governor Gardener, 
and you will spare no effort, in the investigation al- 
ready ordered under these charges, to umcover every 
such case which mav have occurred and bring the of- 
fenders to justice. 

The President desires to know in the fullest and most 
circumstantial manner all the facts, nothing being con- 
cealed, and no man being for any reason favored or 
shielded. For the very reason that the President in- 
tends to back up the Army in the heartiest fashion in 
every lawful ant legitimate method of doing its work, 
he also intends to see that the most rigorous care 
exercised to detect and prevent any cruelty or brutal- 
ity, and that men who are guilty thereof are punished. 
Great as the provocation has been in dealing with foes 
who habitually resort to treachery murder and torture 
against our men, nothing can justify, or will be held 
to justify. the use of torture or inhuman conduct of any 
kind on the part of the American Army.

He was afterwards appointed a 
surgeon of Volunteers with the rank of major. 


Mrs. Mary Edward Beale, who died in Washington, 
D.C., this week, was married in 1849, and went with her 
husband, who was then a lieutenant in the U.S. Navy. 
to California by way of the Isthmus of Panama, enduring 
all the hardships incident to a trip of that description in 
those days. Until afflicted with blindness, some ten years 
ago, Mrs. Beale was a social leader. 


Col. William L. Watson, a former commander of the 
13th N.G.N.Y., died at Whitestone, N.Y., April 5. He was 
born in Albany 58 years ago and was a direct descendant 
of John Watson, who settled at Plymouth, Mass., in 1620. 
In the Civil War he served in a Wisconsin Volunteer 
regiment, and was taken prisoner at the battle of Chick- 
amauga and sent to Libby Prison, from which he made 
his escape by way of the famous tunnel. He was recap- 
tured and sent to Columbia Prison, 8.C., from which 
he also escaped, rejoining his regiment and serving to the 
close of the war. He was honorably discharged with the 
rank of captain in 1865. He served as a private in the 
7th Regiment from 1871 ‘to 1878, when he was elected 
captain of Company G of the 13th Regiment, which was 
recruited from Piymouth Church and was long known as 
the Beecher Company. He was commissioned lieutenant 
colonel of the regiment in 1892, and colonel on May 4 
1895. He remained in command until May, 1898, when 
the regiment was in part disbanded, and Colonel Watson 
and the other officers who sided with him in the famous 
controversy with Adjutant Genera] Tillinghast in refer 
ence to enlistment in the United States Service for th« 
Spanish War were placed on the supernumerary list 
The remains were buried in Greenwood Cemetery April 
9, the 13th Regiment parading, and Conpene G of the 
7th Regiment forming the firing partv at the grave. 


James Briscoe, one of the few survivors of the crew of 
the U.S.S. Cumberland, died at Jamaica Plains, Mass., 
this week. He was born in Liverpool and enlisted in 
the United States Navy in 1854. In 1861 he was one of 
the men selected for the dangerous duty of firing the 
shiphouses in the Norfolk Navy Yard to prevent them 
from being used by the Confederates. For this he was 
promoted and made quartermaster on the Cumberland. 
He was on her in her famous battle with the Merrimac 
in Hampton Roads, March 8, 1862.

12th, 1901 deserted at Legaspi, Albay Province, P. I., to 
enter the service of the enemy, and did remain with 
said insurgent. enemies until he was captured near 
Panganiren, Province of Albay, P. 1., in insurgent uni- 
form, about April 23d, 191." The accused pleaded 
“Guilty,” and the court finding him guilty, sentenced 
him “‘to be confined at hard labor for the period of fif- 
teen (15) years.’’ General Chaffee in reviewing the pro- 
ceedings says: ‘in the foregoing case, it appears that 
this accused, John W. Nicodemus, a private in the 47th 
inf., U.S.V., while in the guard house awaiting trial 
before a general court martial, escaped and presented 
himself to a force of the enemy, by whom he was wel- 
comed and received as an acquisition to its forces. A 
few days thereafter he was taken sick and was thus 
prevented from participating in active operations against 
the U.S. Government, and remained so incapacitated un- 
til captured, some two months later by an American 
detachment. To the charge and specification accused 
pleaded guilty, which plea was corroborated by wit- 
nesses called to testify to the merits. The sentence, 
approved by the Department Commander, is confirmed, 
and will be duly executed at the Presidio de Manila.”’

MILITARY ACADEMY APPROPRIATION. 

One ‘has only to glance at the Military Academy Ap- 
propriation bill as reported to the House by the Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs to discover that the authors 
of the measure are disposed to deal with the academy 
in the broadest and: most generous manner.

Permanent establishment, $258,100; extra pay of of- 
ficers, $25,334.25; band and general army service, $88,- 
192.82; pay of civilians, $36,240; current and ordinary 
expenses, $90,838.35; miscellaneous, $38,293; buildings 
and grounds, $3,090,326. This aggregate is-more than 
$400,000 in excess of the entire appropriations for the 
academy for the last four years and nearly five times 
as much as the annual average since 1898. This in- 
crease is made necessary partly by the increased num- 
ber of cadets, but more largely by the adoption of the 
plans of rebuilding recommended by the last Board of 
Visitors to the academy of which Lieut. Gen. John M. 
Schofield, U.S.A., retired, was president. The favorable 
action of the committee with regard to the rebuilding proj- 
ect is particularly gratifying. It opens the way for 
a re-organization of the entire plant of the West Point 
establishment under’ which the aeademy sliall ‘be sup- 
plied with buildings commensurate with its needs. The 
terms of the bill relating to this matter are as follows: 

“To increase the efficiency of the United States Mil- 
itary Academy at West Point, New York, and to provide 
for the enlargement of buildings and for other necessary 
works of improvement in connection therewith, made nec- 
essary by the increased number of cadets now authorized 
by law, immediately available and to remain so until 
expended, $3,000,000: Provided, That before any part 
of this amount is expended, except so much as may be 
necessary to provide an immediate increased water sup- 
ply and to complete the improvements begun on the cadet 
mess building, complete plans shall be prepared and 
approved by the Secretary of War, covering all neces- 
sary buildings and improvements at West Point, and for 
each and every purpose connected therewith, which plans 
‘shall‘involve a “total expenditure of not more than $6,- 
500,000. Provided further, That after the preparation 
and approval of the plans herein provided, the Secretary 
of War is authorized to enter into a contract or con- 
tracts for any part or all of the improvements herein 
authorized within the said limit of cost, to be paid from 
the appropriations annually made for this purpose: Pro- 
vided farther, That no money shall be expended or ob- 
ligation incurred for supervising architects after the 
plans for improvements above provided for have been 
approved by the Secretary of War. Total buildings and 
grounds, $3,090,326.” 

The appropriations of $22,500 for the pay of seven pro- 
fessors in the permanent establishment is accompanied 
with this proviso: “Provided, That the professors and 
the associate professors of the United States Military Ac- 
ademy shall have the actual rank in the United States 
Army now assigned to them by assimilation in the regu- 
lations of the Military Academy prescribed ‘by the Pres- 
ident of the United States, and that théy’ Shall exercise 
command only in the academic department of the United 
States Military Academy.” The purpose of this proviso, 
as explained to the committee by the superintendent 
of the academy, Col. Albert L. Mills, U.S.A., is to defin- 
itely fix the military status and title of professors and to 
to relieve them of a status often a matter of embarrass- 
ment. Last year two of the professors had a summer 
vacation abroad. In professional inquiries they received 
no recognition; they got very little attention. Had they 
gone with an official title they would have fared better.” 

The appropriation of $230,000 for pay of cadets is sub- 
ject to the following proviso: “Provided, That hereafter 
the pay of cadets shall be fixed at $500 per annum and 
one ration per day, or commutation therefor, such com- 
mutation to be thirty cents per day, to be paid from 
the appropriation for the subsistence of the Army.” 











Appleton & Co. nave published a new and enlarged 
edition of the Personal Memoirs of Philip Henry Sheri 
dan which is enriched with nine additional chapters by 
Michael V. Sheridan treating of the story of the. last 
seventeen years of the General’s life. Sheridan origi- 
nally intended to bring his memoirs up to the time of his 
appointment as General of the Army, but the impairment 
ef his health compelled him to close the work with 4 
record of his experiences in the Franco-Prussian War. 
His career during the seventeen years intervening 
tween that time and his death was full of interest and 
activity, and his brother, Brig. Gen. Michael V. Sheri- 
dan has described it intelligently, sympathetically and 
with unfailing good taste. The work of General Sheridan 
during the seventeen-year period was largely among the 
{ndians, although his services at Chicago following the 
great fire of 1877 and in New Orleans during the race 
conflicts of 1875, also attracted the profound attention 
of his countrymen. The last chapter of this valuable 
addition to the memoirs is devoted to a study of the 
personality of Sheridan, and through it the reader ac- 
quires a finer understanding of the lovable qualities of 
the great commander’s character. In this enla form 
the memoirs present the completed story of Sheridan's 
splendid career as patriot and soldier. 
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STRATEGIC VALUE OF THE ANTILLES. 

With the acquisition of Porto Rico, the purchase of 
the Danish islands—which appears to be virtually a 
fact accomplished—and the intimate relations which have 
grown up between the United States and Cuba, our Gov- 
ernment has acquired a foothold in West Indian waters 
from, which it seems destined to exert a commanding 
influence upon future naval and commercial operations 
in the Western hemisphere. These acquisitions have nat- 
urally preceded the construction of the Isthmian Canal 
and are logical steps toward the execution of that great 
project. And when the canal is completed, the United 
States will be found in positions to control the only 
three breaks in the Northern barrier which encloses the 
Caribbean Sea from the Atlantic ocean. Through these 
channels and to and fro in the canal itself must flow the 
enormous commerce passing between Europe and the 
Orient. ‘These passages—the Windward, between Cubs 
and Hayti, the Mona, between Hayti and Porto Rico, 
and the Anegada, between Porto Rico and the Danish 
West Indies—are all comparatively narrow and each is 
already the highway of a gréat commerce. The narrow- 
est of all is the Anegada, which affords the shortest 
route from Europe to the mouth of the Isthmian Cana! 
while the shortest approach from the Atlantic ports of 
the United States will be through the Windward and th: 
Mona passages. With these channels controlled by us, as 
they certainly will be, the influence of the United States 
in the Caribbean will be indisputable. 

Important as American control over these passages is 
in a@ commercial sense, it is their strategic value for naval 
purposes that appeals most strongly to those concerned 
in the development of our sea power. The construction 
of an Isthmian canal would add enormously to our ocean 
commerce, but if we build the canal safety demands tha‘ 
we shal] contro] its approaches. To control its ap- 
proaches we must have an adequate Navy and to main- 
tain the efficiency of the Navy we must have a chain of 
large and thoroughly equipped naval stations extending 
from Key West to the Anegada passage. 

An exceedingly interesting discussion of this general 
subject was given in a lecture by Capt. William V. Jud 
son,, U.S.A., at a recent meeting of the American Society 
of Political and Social Sciences in Philadelphia. Captain 
Judson holds that prior to 1898 we were the strongest 
of all nations on the defensive, but that in the acquisition 
of possessions beyond the sea we have in a great measure 
lost our splendid defensive strength, although at the 
same time adding to our power to strike an enemy. 
“In war with a great commercial power,” says Captain 
Judson, “equal or inferior to us in naval strength, we 


should probably find our acquisitions a distinet gain. 
But in a war with a power of considerable greater naval 


strength we should find that we had but acquired points 
vulnerable to attack, and the questions of ‘imperialism 
vs. anti-imperialism’ and ‘What shall we do with the 
Philippines? would be speedily solved by our opponent.” 

Captain Judson submits three propositions, as follows: 
First, that a nation of any considerable size and military 
spirit, compact as to its territorial possessions, even if 
without a Navy, is practically unconquerable if it pos- 
sesses the advantage of remoteness from its enemy’s 
primary base. Second, that a nation possessed of the 
predominant sea power may add to its isolated colonial 
possessions ad libitum. With its fleets “in being” it is 
almost, if not quite, as easy to protect one hundred as ten 
outlying possessions, or, if not to protect them during al’ 
phases of a war, at least to end the war with its original 
possessions. Third, outlying possessions of any nation 
are in time of war at the mercy of an adversary possess- 
ing decided. control of the sea. 

From these premises the Captain draws the sound 
conclusion that if we would surely profit by our 
distant possessions and hold them in safety we 
must build and maintain a Navy equal to any in 
the world but Great Britain’s. He feels that 
our friendly relations with the British are secure. 
Granted that a powerful Navy is necessary, he point: 
out that naval stations are absolutely indispensable. A 
war fleet, like an Army, must keep its lines of communi 
cation open. We take it as an auspicious circumstance 
that experienced and far-sighted engineer officers of the 
Army like Captain Judson are manifesting an increasing 
interest in the naval arm of our National defenses. It is 
upon the hearty, intelligent co-operation of the trained 
leaders of both Services that we must depend for the 
continued security of our expanding interests on land 
and sea. 





ACQUITTAL OF MAJOR WALLER. 


While the reported acquittal of Major Waller, of 
the Marine Corps, by the court-martial which tried 
him at Manila on charges of executing natives of 
Samar without authority, is entirely within the prob- 
abilitiés, for the reason that it fulfills the confident 
predietions of those best acquainted with his record, 
it is of general interest im that it brings into 
notice the broad fundamental principles relating to 
acts like those of which the defendant was accused. 
Major Waller met the issue fairly and squarely, with- 
out evasion or special pleading. He admitted that 
while in full possession of his faculties he ordered the 
execution of certain natives of Samar. 
mony and that of other witnesses made it clear that 
the American forces operating in the island were vic- 
tims of innumerable acts of treachery, torture and 
theft on the part of the enemy. From the massacre of 
Company C of the 9th Infantry at Balangiga in Sep- 
tember last down to the surrender of Lukban, the

guides whom they had trusted, several members of the 
command were treacherously murdered, and nothing 
short of increasing vigilance averted the massacre of 
the entire force. It was in this desperate plight, with 
treachery and deadly peril on every hand, that Major 


before the court was that his acts were justifiable, 
that he tlhouglit they were right and that the same 
policy had been pursued under similar conditions in 
other wars. This view appears to have been accepted 
by the court. 

It is worth while therefore to inquire as to the au- 
thority by which Major Waller’s action is indicated. 
Fortunately it is all to be: found in the famous old 
stand-by, General Orders No. 100. In this admirable 
compendium “For the Government of Armies,” the 
author, Dr. Francis Lieber, who as philosopher and 
lawyer was as wise as he wag humane, has defined 
with wonderful clearness the broad, general principles 
which govern the armies of the United States in the 
field. We quote from Dr, Lieber’s work a few funda- 
mental rules which appear to have a direct bearing 
on the charges preferred against Major Waller. For 
instance, military necessity allows the withdrawing of 
all sustenance or means of life from an‘enemy. It is 
even lawful to starve the hostile belligerent, armed or 
unarmed, so that it leads to the speedier subjection of 
the enemy. So also military necessity admits of de- 
ception, but disclaims acts of perfidy, the permissible 
deception being such as does not involve the violation 
of good faith, either positively pledged regarding move- 
ments entered into during the war, or supposed by the 
modern law of war to exist, The principle of retalia- 
tion is inherent in the laws of warfare. “The law of 
war,” says Dr. Lieber, “can no more wholly dispense 
with retaliation than can the law of nations of which 
it is a branch.” He continues: “A reckless enemy 
often leaves his opponent po other means of securing 
himself against the repetition of barbarous outrage. 
Retaliation will never be resorted to as a measure of re- 
venge, but only as a means of protective retribution. 
All prisoners of war are liable to the infliction of re- 
taliatory measures. A prisoner of war remains answer- 
able for his crimes committed against the captor’s army 
or people, committed before he was captured and for 
which he hag not been punished by his own authori- 
ties. 
oners of war discovered to have plotted rebellion against 
the authority of the captors, whether in unison with 
fellow prisoners or other persons. If a citizen of a 
hostile and invaded district voluntarily serves as a 
guide to the enemy or offers to do so he is deemed a 
war traitor and shall suffer death. Guides, when it is 
clearly proved that they have misled intentionally, may 
be put to death. A war traitor is a person in a place 
or district under martial law who, unauthorized by the 
military commander, gives information of any kind to 
the enemy or holds intercourse with him. If his offense 
consists in betraying to the enemy anything concern- 
ing the condition, safety, plans of operations of the 
troops occupying the place or district, his punishment is 
death.” 

These rules from General Order No. 100 are, many of 
them, applicable not only to the acts charged against 
Major Waller, but to those which have served as the 
grounds for base accusations of lawlessness and cruelty 
against other officers on duty in the Philippines. When 
measured by the principles set forth in Lieber’s work 
and accepted by the Government as the rules for the 
Army, the acts complained of are almost invariably 
found to have been entirely within the laws of war. 
That the war in the island has been’ pushed energeti- 
cally is admitted by all. It ought to have been so pushed. 
That was the only proper way to conduct it, for, as 
Lieber says: “The more vigorously wars are pursued, 
the better it is for humanity. Sharp wars are brief.” 
In so far as the triumphant acquittal of Major Waller 
shall serve to encourage among civilians an intelligent 
study of the humane and rational rules under which 
our military operations are conducted, it will be a posi- 
tive gain for the cause of truth and education, 





RETIREMENT OF VETERANS. 

The following draft of a bill and attached memoran- 
dum has been suggested to the Senate Committee on 
Military Affairs and will receive the consideration of 
that body 

“Provided, That hereafter officers of the Army who 
served either as commissioned officers or enlisted men in 
the Army or in the Volunteers previous to April 9, 
1865, shall be retired only upon their own application, or 
for disability duly ascertained and declared by the legally 
approved proceedings of a Retiring Board.” 

In support of this amendment it is stated that the Army 
was reorganized in 1866, with a strength of approxi- 
mately 54,000 men, most of the officers at that time hav- 
ing had four years experience in the greatest war of 
modern times. In 1870 the Army was reduced to 35,000, 
and in 1874 to 25,000. These reductions were effected 
by the gradual consolidation of regiments and the assign- 
ing of superfluous officers to vacancies as they occurred, 
these reductions practically stagnating promotions until,

in order to relieve the congestion, a law was enacted June 


30, 1882, providing for the compulsory retirement of 
fficers at the age of 64. ; 

The condition of the Army is now entirely different. 
At the commencement of the war with Spain, Congress 
authorized an increase in the Army, and many men were 
appointed second lieutenants from civil life. In the per- 
manent reorganization of the Army last year, when 
Congress authorized its increase to 100,000 men and it 
was recruited to 77,000 men, a large number of new offi- 
cers were appointed, so that during the last four years 
there has been more rapid promotion in the Regular 
Army than at any time in its history, and many who were 
second lieutenants in the Spanish war are now well up on 
the list of captains. It is now argued that if compulsory 
retirement at the age of 64 is continued, in a few years all 
the veterans of the Civil War will have retired, and the 
commanding officers in the Army will be men who have 
had no experience in battle where two large, equipped 
armies were engaged. There now remain on the active 
list one captain, thirty-two majors, sixty lieutenant-col- 
onels, eighty-three colonels and twenty-one general officers, 
who are veterans of the Civil War, or 196 officers out of a 
total number of 3,810 now in the service. 

These veterans have passed through the five wars in 
which the country has been engaged in the last forty 
years, viz: The great Civil War, the wars with the In- 
dians, the Spanish-American War, the Philippine War, 
and the operations in China, and they are giving tone and 
character to the inexperienced officers of the junior 
grades. All the colonels, except two, are men of this 
class, and it is contended that their influence, example 
and experience are invaluable to the nation and of in- 
estimable value to the Army in maintaining the integrity 
and honor of the service, and in instilling into the minds 
of those who shall be the commanders of the future the 
principles which have made the record of the Army 
unsurpassed.

PROMOTION TO BRIGADIER GENBDRALS. 


Four new officers in the Regular Army were this 
week promoted to brigadier general, with the under- 
standing that they would immediately retire and make 
vacancies for other appointments. Col, Mott Hooton, 
of the 28th Infantry, was appointed and confirmed on 
April 5, and placed on the retired list because of age 
April 16. On the following day, April 17, the Presi- 
dent sent to the Senate the nominations of Lieut.-Col. 
Charles Bird, of the Quartermaster’s Department; Col. 
William Auman, of the 29th Inf., and Col. Simon Sny- 
der, of the 19th Infantry, to be brigadier generals, vice 
Sheridan, Burt and Hooton, retired. These three. offi- 
cers will be placed on the retired list and other appoint- 
ments and retirements will follow. The plan of the 
Administration is to promote and retire all officers with 
Civil War records holding the rank of colonel and 
lieutenant colonel, as there is no prospect of the pas- 
sage this session of any bill retiring officers having 
Civil War records with advanced rank. , 

Col. Charles Bird entered the service as a 1st Lieu- 
tenant of the Ist Delaware Infantry, May 20, 1861, and 
emerged from the Civil War after distinguished service, 
as Colonel, May 30, 1865. He was  brevetted 
four times, for gallant and meritorious services 
twice. After his muster out from the Volunteer service, 
in January, 1866, Colonel Bird was laid up with wounds 
for a considerable period, and in the meantime the 
vacancies which were open for the appointment of 
officers in high grades had all been filled, so Colonel 
Bird entered the Regular service only as a 2nd Lieuten- 
ant, in May, 1866. He served on the frontier from that 
time to his appointment in the Quartermaster’s Depart- 
ment. At the outbreak of the war with Spain Colonel 
Bird was assigned to the charge of the transportation 
branch of the Quartermaster’s Department, and the de- 
velopment of that branch is greatly due to his efforts. 

Col. William Auman entered the service as a private 
of the 25th Pennsylvania Vols., in July, 1861. He was 
mustered out of the Volunteer service as a Captain, in 
July, 1865, and entered the Regular service in May, 
1866, and has risen through all the grades to Colonel 
of the 29th Infantry. He was brevetted a Captain of Vol- 
unteers for gallant and meritorious services before Pe- 
tersburg, Va., and was recommended for 4 
gallantry at San Juan, in 1898, where his regiment suf- 
fered severely, many of its commanding officers being 
wounded in succession. His regiment had a greater 
percentage of loss in killed than any of those which 
went to Cuba. Colonel Auman has just returned to 
this country from the Philippines, arriving in San Fran- 
cisco within a few days. 

Col. Simon Snyder entered the service as a 24 Lieu- 
tenant, 5th Inf., on the 25th day of April, 1861, and 
has risen through all the grades by reguar promotion to 
Colonel, in September, 1892. He was a 
eral during the war with Spain, and was mustered out 
in 1899. He served on the frontier after the close of 
the Civil War in Colorado, Kansas, Montana, and New 





July, 1899, where he is now on duty.

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BREVET APPOINTMENTS LEGAL. 


April 14, 1902. 
To the Secretary of War. 
Sir: I have the honor to submit the following ex- 


pression of opinion in connection with the request of the 
chairman of the Committee on Military Affairs of the 
United States Senate to be informed “as to the statute 
laws under, which the brevet nominations recently re- 
ceived by the committee were made.” 

The statute which was relied upon by the Department 
as authorizing the nominations in question was the Act 
of March 1, 1869, (15 Stats., 281); which is embodied in 
the révision of the laws as Section 1209 of the Revised 
Statutes, and provides that— 

“The President, by and with the advice and consent of 
the Senate, may in time of war confer commission by 
brevet upon commissioned officers of the Army for dis- 
tinguished conduct and public service in presence of 
the enemy.” 

The Act of March 1, 1869, is, in substance, an amend- 
ment of Section 4 of the Act of July 6, 1812 (2 Stats., 
784), which provides that— 

“The President is hereby authorized to confer brevet 
rank on such officers of the Army as shall distinguish 
themselves by gallant actions or meritorious conduct.” 
and of the Act of March 3, 1863 (12 Stats., 758), which 
provides: 

“That the President of the United States be and he 
hereby is authorized, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate, to confer brevet rank upon such 
commissioned officers of the Volunteer and other forces 
in the United States service as have been, or may here- 
after be, distinguished by gallant actions or meritorious 
conduct; which rank shall not entitle them to any in- 
crease of pay or emoluments.”’ 

It will be observed that the enactment of 1812 author- 
ized the President to confer brevet rank upon “such 
oflicers of the Army as shall distinguish themselves by 
gallant actions or meritorious conduct;” that of 1863 
authorized a similar distinction to be conferred upon 
such commissioned officers of the Volunteer or other 
forces in the United States service as have been, or may 
hereafter be, distinguished by gallant actions or meri- 
torious conduct.” It will be observed that neither 
the Act of 1812 nor that of 1863 in terms required that 
the “gallant actions or meritorious conduct,” for which 
the distinction was conferred, should have been per. 
formed in time of war, or in the presence of the enemy. 
This distinction is material as indicating an intention 
on the part of Congress, in the legislation under con- 
sideration, to restrict future appointments by brevet to 
such as had been earned, not only in time of war, but 
by meritorious conduct in the field; for the earlier stat- 
ute (Act of July 6, 1812), had authorized brevets to be 
awarded fo* ten years’ service in one grade, and in one 
case (that «? Simon Bernard) the brevet rank of brig- 
adier general had been conferred upon a person who had 
never held military office in the Army of the United 
States. 

As a considerable number of brevet nominations were 
undergoing consideration in the Senate when the Act 
of March 1, 1869, became operative it became necessary 
to place an interpretation upon that enactment and to 
ascertain its effect upon prior legislation. The Senate 
itself placed an intervretation upon the statute by con- 
firming, on March 3, 1869, the nominations which were 
pending when the Act of March 1 became operative. 
‘The fact that the nominations had been transmitted to 
the Senate prior to the approval of the Act of March 
1, 1869, did not withdraw them from the operation of 
that statute (Vol. XIII Opin. Attys. Genl., 31, 32), and 
the action of that body, in confirming the nominations 
then pending, can only be regarded as an authoritative 
expression of its opinion as to the scope and intention 
of the enactment under consideration. 

A question remained, however, as to the power of the 
President to issue commissions as to which the advice 
of the Attorney General was asked. The question sub- 
mitted for consideration was— 

(“Two days after this law took effect, viz., on the 3d 
of March, 1869, the Senate confirmed the nominations of 
a number of officers for promotion by brevet, which had 
been pending before that body prior to the date of the 
act. Among these were some that had been made on 
account of services rendered in recent engagements with 
the Indians, in each of which the date of promotion cor- 
responded with that of the service mentioned.’’) 

“Whether, under the terms of the law cited, these 
latter officers are now entitled to the commissions, bv 
brevet, heretofore intended for them, and whether, by 
its terms, officers not of this class are now excluded 
from brevet promotion.” 

The opinion of the Attorney General upon the ques- 
tion as presented was as follows: 

“With regard to the latter branch of this ouestion. 
it is very clear that, if the officers referred to were not 
nominated for the brevet promotion by reason of ‘dis- 
tinguished conduct and public service in the presence of 
the enemy,’ they cannot now be commissioned by S%revet. 
The circumstance that their nominations were pending 
before the Senate prior to the date of the act does not 
relieve them from this operation. These nominations 
were not appointments. To constitute the latter, it 
required the issue of commissions in pursuance of the 
previous nominations after confirmation thereof by tne 
Senate; but the authority to commission In these cases 
was, it appears, swept away by the statute, even be- 
fore such confirmation was made. 

“It would seem, however, that the other nominations 
mentioned, which were made and confirmed for meri- 
torious service in recent engagements with the Indians. 
are within the act; and that, consistently with its pro- 
visions, brevet commissions may be issued to the offi- 
cers designated therein.” 

As a consequence, 

“Such of the officers thus nominated and confirmed as 
were not excluded by the Act of March l—as construed 
by the Attorney-General—were duly commissioned; and 
those of the same class (nominated for distinguished 
conduct in battle, &c.), whose nominations were pend- 
ing, but not acted on March 3, 1869, were renominated 
the succeeding session, and were confirmed and com- 
missioned (in April, 1869).’’ 

The interpretation placed upon the statute by the 
Attorney General was, in substance, the same as that 
given to the enactment by the Senate in its subsequent 
confirmation of the nominations which were pending on 
the date when the Act of March 1, 1869, became opera- 
tive. In both cases the words “in time of war” were 
read as if the words “for services rendered” preceded 
them in the enactment; that is to say, as if the statute 
had read “the President, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate, may, for services rendered in time 
of war confer commissions by brevet upon commissioned 
officers of the Army for distinguished conduct and pub- 
lic service in presence of the enemy.” This interpretation, 
which was accepted by the War Department, has gov- 
erned its subsequent action in respect to the nomina- 
tion of officers for appointment by brevet. It is proper 
--to remark that a similar construction has recently been 
placed upon the Act of March 1, 1869, by the Senate 
Committee on Naval Affairs in recommending for con- 
firmation certain brevet appointments awarded to offi- 


cers of the Marine for distinguished services in 
the Santi campaign, the defense of the legations 
in Pekin, Chima, and in the operations undertaken, dur- 
ing the summer of 1900, for the relief of the legationary 
garrisons. The recommendation of the Naval Com- 
mittee was accepted by the Senate and the appoint- 
ments were confirmed in accordance therewith. 

It is proper to say, in conclusion, that the Act of 
March 1, 1869, became operative nearly four years after 
the close of the Civil War. During that period num- 
bers of brevet nominations had been submitted to the 
Senate for consideration with a view to their confirma- 
tion. A majority of those appointments were bestowed 
for distinguished conduct in the field, but a consider- 
able number were awarded in oom age of services 
rendered in connection with the supply, recruitment and 
administration of the Armies of the United States, but 
not performed in the presence of. the enemy, or even 
in the actual theatre of military operations. Such nom- 
inations as have been subsequently submitted have, 
none of them, been made during the pendency of the 
hostilities in which they were ea The reasons for 
this are fully set forth in the accompanying report of 
the Attorney General, In view of the fact that, for 
more than thirty years, there has been a substantial 
unanimity of view as to the operation of the section 
under consideration, I can see no reason for a sudden 
and violent change in an interpretation which has been 
so long acquiesced in by those Departments of the Gov- 
ernment in which the appointing power is vested by 
the Constitution.

THE FIFTY-SEVENTH CONGRESS. 


The Senate on April 11 passed S. 1104, providing for 
the use of the United States of devices invented by its 
naval officers while engaged in its service and covered by 
letters patent, the royalties and compensation equitably 
due to be determined by the Court of Claims. All cases 
shall be determined within one year from the filing of the 
petition therein unless, in discretion of the court, upon 
sufficient cause shown, the time is extended; and the Sec- 
retary of the Navy is prohibited from making any con- 
tract or payment for the use of any patent taken out by 
any naval officer. P 

The Senate has agreed to a resolution submitted by 
Mr. Pettus, directing the Secretary of the Navy to inform 
the Senate whether dental surgeons, other than the one 
for the Naval Academy, have been enlisted and detailed 
to render professional services to the officers and enlisted 
men of the Navy, and, if any have been so enlisted and 
detailed within the last four years, how many in each 
year, the position to which enlisted, the tests of profes- 
sional qualifications required, and the transfers, removals, 
and resignations occurring; the number now in the ser- 
vice, and the cost of equipment and supplies for the use 
of such detailed dental surgeons, and from what appro- 
priation paid. ] “ 

Mr. Gallinger has introduced in the Senate a bill; 8. 
5213. authorizing the President to select from such medi- 
eal officers of the Army as have served 41 years or more, 
nine years of which shall have been as surgeon general, 
and, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, 
appoint him a major general of the United States Army, 
for the purpose of placing him on the retired list. This 
is for the benefit of Surgeon General Sternberg, who 
completed 41 years of service May 28, 1902, and nine 
years of service as surgeon genera] May 30, 1902. 

Mr. Quay has submitted to the Senate an intended 
amendment to the Sundry Civil Appropriation bill, relat- 
ing to labor for maintenance and engineering service in 
the national military parks. Also an intended amendment 
to the same bill to appropriate $50,000 for construc- 
tion, under the direction of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
of a steam revenue cutter for service at the port of Phil- 
adeiphia. 

The Senate Committee on Commerce has reported, with 

amendments suggested by the Chief of Engineers, 8S. R. 
hz, authorizing the President to invite the Government 
of Canada to join in the formation of an international 
commission to examine and report upon the diversion of 
the waters that are the boundaries of the two countries. 
The committee recommends its passage, and states that it 
has the approval of the War Department. As amended, 
it authorizes the President to invite the Government of 
Great Britain to join in the formation of an international 
commission, of three members from each country, for the 
purpose uamed. ‘The President is authorized to appoint 
the United States members of such commission, one of 
whom shall be an Army engineer, one a civil engineer 
well versed in the hydraulics of the Great Lakes, and 
one a lawyer of experience in international and riparian 
law. Twenty thousand dollars is appropriated for the 
expenses of the investigation. The members appointed 
from civil life are to receive each a salary of $5,000 a 
year; the Army engineer member is to receive no com- 
pensation in addition to his regular salary. Each member 
ef the commission is to be reimbursed for expenditures 
necessarily incurred in the performance of the duties im- 
vosed. 
, The Senate Committee on Claims has been discharged 
from che ccnsideration of S. 2524, for the relief of the 
widow and hers of Rear Admiral Charles Wilkes, U.S.N., 
which was referred to them by mistake. It has been 
referred to the Committee on the District of Columbia. 

The House on April 12 passed bills granting the follow- 
ing pensions: $25 per month to the widow of Capt. 
George S. L. Ward, 22d U.&. Inf.; $20 to the widow 
of Capt. William Krause, 3d U.S. Inf. ; $30 to the widow 
of Capt. Augustus Boyd, Assistant Q.M., U.S.A.; $24 
to the widow of 2d Asst. Engr. James Van Zant, 
U.S.N.; $35 and $2 for minor child to the widow of 
Major Charles J. Dickey, 8th U.S. Inf. ; $50 to the widow 
of Brig. Gen. Thaddeus H. Stanton, U.S.A.; $30 to the 
widow of Capt. Rowland G. Hill, 25th U.S. Inf.; $12 to 
the widow of Major Horatio B. Lowry, U.S.M.C., and 
$30 to the widow of Major William J. Volkmar, assistant 
adjutant general, U.S.A. 

The House on April 12 also passed the bill, S. 2063, 
granting a pension of $5,000 per year to the widow of 
President McKinley after a good deal of debate. Mr. 
Grosvenor pointed out that the bill was in conformity 
to the uniform practice of this Government to give to the 
widow of a deceased President a pension of this charac- 
ter. A pension corresponding in all respects to this was 
given to the widow of George Washington; to the widow 
of John Quincy Adams; to the widow of William Henry 
Harrison, $25,000 in a round sum; to Dolly Madison: 
te Sarah Childress Polk, $5,000 a year; to the widow and 
the daughter of Gen. Zachary Taylor; to Julia Gardiner 
Tyler, a pension of $5,000 a year; to Mary Lincoln, 
widow of Abraham Lincoln, $25,000; to Mrs. Grant, 


$5,000 a year; to Mrs. Garfield, $5,000 a year, with 








$50,000 additional ; to the executor of ste qiorses Henry 
Wilson, who died while ube t meny and to 
Eliza C. Hendricks, widow of Thomas A. Hendricks, who 
died while Vice-President, $8,000. 

Mr. Dick submitted to the House on April 12 the fo)- 
lowing concurrent resolution, No. 48: That with a view 
to correct errors in dates of original appointments, upon 
their graduaton from the United States Military Acaq- 
emy, the Liesident is hereby authorized .and directed to 
cause the names of Capts.

rearranges the five officers in the order in which they 
graduated from the Military Academy.

Clark, 34; Jones, 35; Rowell, 37; Fleming, 40). 

The Secretary of the Navy reports to Congress that 
the passage of H. R. 1817 authorizing the presentation 
of medals to members of the Ist Battalion, U.S.M.c., 
who fought at Guantanamo, Cuba, is unnecessary, inas- 
much as, under the authority it now has, the — 
ment ra to award medals to the officers and men 
of the Marine Corps who took part in the three days’ 
engagement at Guantanamo, Cuba, in June, 1898. 

In compliance with a request for information as to the 
number of officers on laud and sea duty, the Secretary 
of the Navy has transmitted to the House Committee on 
Naval Affairs, under date of April 2, 1902, a statement, 
showing a total of 1,017 line officers, of whom 9938 are eli- 
gible for sea duty, and 709 are performing duty on board 
vessels or beyond seas; 272 on duty ashore, 11 are on the 
sick list and one on waiting orders. Of other officers, in- 
cluding warrant officers, there are 894 in all, of whom 540 
are performing duty on board vessels or beyond seas ; 310 
are on duty ashore, 14 on sick list, and 30 on waiting 
orders. Of the total of 591 retired officers, 70 are on duty, 
of whom 11 are performing duty on board vessels beyoud 
seas, and 59 are on duty ashore. 

In response to an inquiry, the Secretary of the Navy 
has informed the House Committee on Naval Affairs 
that the Department considers the period of ten years 
which warrant officers are required to serve before re- 
ceiving appointments as chief officers of their grade suf- 
ficiently short. Secretary Long says: “A uction of 
the term to six years would have the effect of rapidly 
increasing the number of chief officers and destroy the 
proportion which should exist between their number 
and the number of warranted officers of the same grade. 
The majority of the warrant officers are comparatively 
young men and have many years of service before them; 
and it is in every way desirable, for the best interests 
of the Navy, that they spend at least ten years as war- 
rant officers before receiving a commission. A process 
of selection is involved in the appointment of warrant 
officers to the grade of ensign, and as candidates for 
such advancement are required to enter a competitive 
examination and demonstrate their qualifications for 
entrance into the line of the Navy, the Department be- 
lieves they are entitled to greater privileges than offi- 
cers whose promotion is based principally on a certain 
length of service in their grade.” 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs, to whom was 
referred House bill 10159, have considered the same and 
recommend that it pass, They state that the rank of 
the commandant of the Marine Corps is not the same 
as that of neads of bureaus in the Navy Department, 
although the Marine Corps is one of the co-ordinate 
branches of military service. The exercise of duties 
relating to organization and management of the corps 
devolving upon the commandant extends to all quar- 
ters of the world. The bill has been carefully con- 
sidered in all its bearings upon the welfare of the corps, 
and the committee is convinced of the importance of its 
enactment into law. The legislation is earnestly rec- 
ommended by the Navy Department. 

The Speaker of the House has appointed the following 
committee to unite with the committee of the Senate 
to attend the funeral exercises of the late W. S. Rose- 
cfans: W. P. Hepburn, C. H. Grosvenor, Eugene F. 
Loud, George W. Steele, Washington Gardner, Mon- 
tague Lessler, William Elliott, Champ Clark, Amos J.

_The House Committee on Military Affairs has been 
discharged from the consideration of H. R. 8571, to 
authorize the Secretary of War to compute the amount 
of pay and allowances of Fitz-John Porter, as major 
general of Volunteers and as colonel, U.S.A,, from Jan. 
28, 1863, to Sept. 1, 1866, and from Sept. 1, 1866, to 
Aug. 7, 1886, respectively, and making appropriation ot 
the necessary amount for the payment of the same to 
his widow and children. It has been referred to the 
Committee on War Claims.

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DISAPPEARING GUN CARRIAGES. 


In an appendix to his last anuual report as Chief of 
Ordnance submitted to the Secretary of War on March 
11, 1902, Brig. Gen. A’ R. Buffington, U.S.A., takes 
up the various objections which have been made against 
disappearing gun carriages and replies to each of them 
in turn. The attack on the disappearing system, Gen- 
eral Buffington points out, proceeds on two lines, namely 
objection to the use of disappearing guns, and criticism 
of the adopted type of carriage. Dealing first with the 
question of the disappearing principle itself, General 
Buffington proceeds, the nature of each objection being 
indicated by his reply thereto: 


1. Accidents temporarily disabling the guns would 
seem to be necessarily such as would affect the mechan- 
ism, and the criticism should have been directed against 
the latter instead of against the principle. ; 

» That the disappearing principle is not incompatible 
with rapidity of fire is shown not only by actual com- 
petitive trial but by considerations which would have 
weight in the absence of trial. The advantage inherent 
in the principle and- applying to all heavy guns become: 
less important as the weight of the ammunition dimin- 
ishes, and disappearing altogether when the gun becomes 
so small that the time required to handle the ammunition 
is counterbalanced by that taken by the loaded gun to 
rise to the firing position. With the service carriage, 
equality is believed to be reached at the 6-inch caliber. 

3. The opinion that the disappearing carriage is much 
more costly to install than the barbette in the engineering 
work of its emplacement is a mistake. The Hngineer 
Corps has found the actual average cost of emplacements 
constructed for disappearing guns to have been about 8 
per cent. greater than that of barbette emplacements, but 
even this difference is believed to have been due only to 
local conditions. 

4. It is known to this department that many guns are 
mounted upon disappearing carriages for the defense of 
the seacoast in foreign countries, and especial mention 
is made of the Italian seacoast fortifications. The de- 
partment is also informed that the Government of Sweden 
and Norway is now installing, after trial, guns mounted 
upon disappearing carriagés for seacoast defense. More- 
over, this type used is the Buffington-Crozier of the 
United States service. The tendency of certain English 
authorities to return to the use of the barbette carriage 
is due, in addition to the disadvantages of their type, to 
their failure to attain with it the desired rapidity of fire; 
but the reason does not apply in the United States where 
the adopted carriage gives a rate of fire unattainable with 
any barbette mounting. j sacl. 

5. The adoption of the disappearing principle was 
based upon the practical results of fire from shipboard 
upon land fortifications, obtained in war service; al- 
though the fire has not been upon disappearing guns for 
the reason that none such have ever been in fortifications 
which have received the attack of ships. ; : 

6. Recent history confirms the earlier conclusions in- 
stead of opposing the adoption of the principle. San- 
tiago furnishes an especially apt example; reports of our 
naval officers agree that the silencing of the guns of the 
defenses was always easy and was repeatedly accom- 
plished; the vessels steaming in and driving away the 
cannoneers whenever it was wished. 

7. The consensus of expert opinion, both foreign and 
American, is very far from being opposed to the disap- 
pearing principle. In support of his views on this point 
(ieneral Buffington quotes Gen. Andrew Uiarke, Inspector 
General of Fortifications for England, who holds that 
the disappearing principle will undoubtedly remain in 
some form, since it must always be an exceedingly effect- 
ive mode of protection because of extreme invisibility. 
Lieut. Col. Sir George Clarke, Royal Engineers, British 
Army, is also quoted to the effect that “of all methods 
of mounting yet proposed, the disappearing principle 
offers the greatest advantages, and, provided that the 
mechanical difficulties can be overcome, this method 
will receive a wide adoption.” 

8. Shields, in order to be effective, in any degree, must 
be very thick; otherwise, although they may stop the 
smallest projecticles, they will simply serve to explode the 
fuses of the larger ones and increase the destructiveness. 

9. Very interesting experiments have been made show- 
ing the necessity and efficiency of disappearing carriages. 
General Buffington again refers to the experience of Gen. 
Andrew Clarke, of the British Army, where experiments 
“appears to favor the disappearing principle for new 
Bk. L. guns on low sites while indicating that on mod- 
erately high sites these guns can served with small 
risk if furnished with well-designed steel breech hoods, 
and provided that the arc on which a ship can directly 
engage them does not exceed about 120 degrees.” 

10. No higher parapet is required than for the barbette 
gun. This objection, and all of its class, falls with this 
correction. 

11. The detachment and all material behind the para- 
pet have the full protection of concealment, affording no 
target. The statement made that vertical fire from 
ships is now practically established is inaccurate. It has 
been tried and abandoned and finds no place in the United 
States Navy or the designs for its new ships. 

12. A proposition to adopt a system of defense based 
upon the assumption, as one of its central ideas, that the 
fire of R. F. guns is of small account, would not, it is 
believed, find sufficient advocacy to require any discussion 
to effect its rejection. 

13. The belief that the protection given the cannoneers 
by the disappearing system is injurious to their morale 
is hard to reach with reason, being based on sentimental 
grounds only, but we can see how it stanus as to consis- 
tency. Its advocates say that very little protection, or 
none whatever, is needed “beyond that afforded by the 
ordinary parapet.” But if their view is sound, why give 
even this? Is not its influence in tne bad direction? 
Even in infantry fighting the effort to protect himself 
to the greatest possible extent is drilled into the soldier— 
the use of the spade for the defense and of all natural 
cover for advance. Artillery fire should be especially 
characterized by the coolness of its conductors. That this 
quality will be exhibited to a greater degree by an ex- 
posed than by a protected detachment is strongly denied. 

14. The statement that New ny Sorin guns will have 
less effect than those on simple barbette mountings, due 
to the greater difficulty of hitting the target through loss 
of danger space, rests upon the mistaken assumption 
that they must be mounted at greater height. 

15, Disappearing carriages are by no means insepara- 
ble from a system of indirect pointing on the contrary, 
they are all provided with means for direct pointing, and 
this method of their use is believed to be the best. 

Turning now to the objections which have been made 
against the service carriage, General Buffington continues : 
_ 1. The mechanism is neither more nor less complex 
in its character than that of the ordinary barbette car- 
riage; it has no mechanical element which has not its 








counterpart on the latter carriage. It is confidently as- 
serted that any mechanician oe Pe the car- 
riage to be of what might be te brutal simplicity. 

2. It should be remembered that the accidents that 
have occurred, none of them of serious nature, have 
occurred to machines placed in large numbers in the 
hands of people, many of them utterly unused to ma- 
chinery, ignorant of its requirements, and having had no 
practical instruction whatever in its use or care. That 
they have escaped greater and more frequent damage is 
due to their rude strength and simplicity. r 

3. With the 12-inch gun mounted upon a service-dis- 
appearing carriage, 10 rounds were fired in 17 minutes ; 
from a gun of the same calibre, mounted upon a barbette 
carriage, 28 minutes and 11 seconds were required to fire 
the same number of rounds. 

4. Very great misapprehension exists as to the cost 
of installation of disappearing guns. The difference 
of $4,000 is 5 per cent. of the cost of the barbette in- 
stallation, for which an increase in the rate of fire, to 
leave out of consideration all other advantages, is ob- 
tained, ranging from zero with the 6-inch to 66 per cent. 
with the 12-inch gun. The difference of cost of main- 
tenance in order, is only that of cleaning the few addi- 
tional parts. 

5. When not in order, either the barbette or the dis- 
appearing carriage is likely to hold its gun out of battery 
after recoil, and this has happened with both types. Ob- 
stacles upon the chassis may stop either top carriage from 
running forward; too much force in tightening the stuff- 
ing boxes may produce the same effect, though the disap- 
pearing is not as subject to this as the barbette coeeioge, 
owing to its greater reserve of power for starting the 


gun. 

6. The 8-inch disappearing gun can be retracted by 
hand in one minute; the 12-inch in four. This does some- 
what interrupt the drill, but has_ no effect on firing prac- 
tice. Electric motors are being installed for trial by the 
troops after having been successfully experimented with 
at the proving ground. 

7 and 8 When the gun is in the loading position a 
complete view of the target is afforded the gunner, the 
only man who needs it, and whose head only need show 
above the parapet, being undistinguishable at a short 
distance. There is no need of arguing this point, how- 
ever, as greater protection than that afforded by the 
barbette system is undisputed. The gunner can follow 
the moving target during loading, except during the pro- 
cess of ramming the projectile, having in this respect the 
advantage over the gunner of the barbette gun, who can 
not give the gun its elevation until after the loading is 
completed. 

9. The work of loading and aiming are less fatiguing 
as the gun comes down to receive its charge and for the 
purpose does not have to be changed in elevation, as does 
the barbette gun. 

10. The disappearing carriage is much less subject 
to being disabled by the enemy’s fire than the barbette. 
Its parts are equally strong with those of the latter and 
the degree of its protection is incomparably greater. 

11. That the character of the personnel of the artillery 
is, under the right direction, fully equal to the demands 
of the mechanism of the disappearing carriage is shown 
by the testimony of officers in the attached letters. 

_ 12. Having exactly the same mechanical elements in 
similar combination as the barbette carriage, the disap- 
pearing carriage cannot be more subject to deterioration 
than the latter. 

13. When cared for properly the carriage has never 
failed to work propérly, and no reason exists for sup- 
posing that it ever will. 

14. When a carriage is properly adjusted the recoil, 
for the same conditions of loading. should be practically 
constant. That the service disappearing carriage is a 
strong and serviceable mounting is evidenced not only by 
the small number of accidents, to the large number (217) 
issued, in the hands of persons entirely unaccustomed 
to their use, or to that of any other kind of machinery, 
but by the careful testimony of the officers who have 
written the attached letters. A knowledge of the per- 
sonnel will show that there are no officers of the artillery 
who are superior in ability, energy. knowleage of their 
profession, and experience in the subjects of which they 
are speaking to those who have written the letters. 

Accompanying General Buffington’s report are copies 
of correspondence covering the history of the controversy 
over the question of disappearing gun carriages, together 
with several unsigned letters, presumably from artillery 
officers, praising the Buffington-Crozier type of carriage. 
“2 Putngeen concludes as follows: 

_“This department feels that the disa ri car- 
riage which it has supplied not only fulfils admirably 
all the military requirements of seacoast gun mounting, 
but in the manner in which it enables its piece to be 
handled, and receives, absorbs, and utilizes the energy 
of recoil, in the simplicity and elegance of its design, 
it occupies a high place, considered as a machine, among 
those best products of mechanical engineering which have 
to exhibit both strength and accuracy; and the appre- 
ciation of some experienced person whose profession is 
mechanics is very much desired. For heavy guns it is 
believed that its exclusive use for all sites would be most 
judicious, as its more rapid fire and less laporious ma- 
nipulation are offset by no corresponding disadvantage, 
even if the increased protection be considered for high 
— of no value. It should be remembered that the 
difference in cost is insignificant as compared with 
barbette installation, without shields, and is more — 
compensated for by the cost of the latter.” 


Surgeon General Rixey, of the Navy, has written to 
Chairman Foss, of the House Naval Committee a letter 
in which he calls attention to the importance of the pro- 
vision in the Naval Appropriation bill for a naval hospital 
as a part of the plan for the rehabilitation of the Naval 
Academy; increased accommodation for enlisted men in 
the Mare Island Hospital, and the urgent need of a de- 
tached building at the hospital, Mare Island, for the 
treatment of smallpox and other cases of contagious 
disease. With the growth of the Naval Academy, hé says, 
and demolition of the present sick quarters in the near 
future the necessity for providing adequate hospital ac- 
commodations for the increasing number of cadets, officers, 
and enlisted men is obvious. It is not believed that 
buildings can be completed with modern oy og and 
fireproof construction for a sum less than $200,000, which 
sum it is earnestly recommended may be allotted for the 
purpose. The medical staff at Mare Island now occupies 
quarters which could be converted into two wards for 
enlisted men by an appropriation of $20,000 to be used 
in converting the quarters so occupied into wards and for 
the erection of suitable quarters, outside the hospital, for 
the staff.

THE NAVAL BILL. 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs has now prac- 
tically completed the bill making appropriations for the 
Navy for the next fiscal year. We will probably be 
able i» another week to print the bill in full as finally 
approved by the Committee, but as there are still sev- 
eral matters of importance which have not been defi- 
uitely decided upon, we can this week only give the 
folowing new legislation that has been approved and 
which will apear in the forthcoming bill: Naval Hos- 
pital, Canacao, P. 1, $50,000; Naval Station, Tutuila, 
$03,000, 

The Secretary of the Navy is directed to report to the 
ext session of Congress the state and condition of the 
(rovernment property at Port Royal, S. C., and the best 
disposition to be made of it.

The bill will authorize the appointment by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy of a board of naval officers to select 
the best site on the shores of the Great Lakes for the 
establishment of a Naval Station. Up to the present 
ttime the Committee has made no provision for an in- 
creased commissioned personnel beyond the appointment 
annually of additional Cadets to the Naval Academy. 
The enlisted personnel will be increased by 3,000 men. 
As the bill now stands it makes an appropriation of 

77,885,586.63, against. the sepmgietns of last year 
which amouted to $78,101,791. e estimates amount- 
ed to $98,110,184.63. It is not likeiy that the total 
will be changed before the bill is reported, but it is a 
probable that there will be several changes in the word- 
ing of the measure. Although the Committee has de- 
cided how much will be appropriated for the increase 
in the Navy, it has not yet determined just what ves- 
sels will be authorized. This will be the last matter 
touched upon. 

It is pen that the Committee will adopt the 
plans submitted by the Secretary of the Navy for two 
battleships and two armored cruise and two pro- 
tected cruisers. The Committee may decide to provide 
for some small gunboats asked for by Secretary Long. 


FRANKLIN B MEACHAM. 

Major Franklin B. Meacham, U.S.V., who died on April 
15, 1902, at Manila, where he was assistant to Major 
Mares, Health Commisioner, was a gallant veteran 
at forty-five. He was born on the battlefield of Chicka- 
mauga, while his mother was visiting his father, the 
late Major Frank Meacham, surgeon, U.S.A. Bred in 
the Regular Army, he was educated at Yale and the 
Medical Department of the University of Virginia, and 
became the leading surgeon and physician of Salt Lake 
City. He was made, in June, 1898, senior surgeon of 
the 2d U. 8S. Vol. Engineeis, and organized its medi- 
cal service at Fort Sheridan, while the two Wastern 
battalions were formed there under Major R. H. Savage. 
He served at Camp Wikoff and in Savannah, going 
to Havana, Noy. 19, 1898, with Gen, F. V. Greene and 
Col. Willard Young, 2d U. S. V. Engineers, the ad- 
vance party, followed by Major Savage, 1st Battalion. 
He treated the first yellow fever case in the 7th Corps, 
with the lamented Asst. Surg. P. J. McKenna, has 
Salt Lake comrade, who died by accident three months 
ago. On honorable muster out Major Meacham went 
to the Philippines, and served actively two years as 
Major and Surgeon, U.S.V., 8th Corps. He was in 
many actions in Northern Luzon, and his later civil ser- 
vices have been invaluable in the Manila Hospital. 
Major R H. Savage, U.S.V., says of him in writing of 
his death: “He was a gallant and courtly gentleman, a 
loyal and devoted soldier and a man universally be- 
loved and esteemed. His whole life was given up to hu- 
manity. He brought the 2d Engineers through their 
unusual exposures in engineering labors and hardships, 
and went under fire like the soldier’s son he was. He 
leaves two children. Cut off in the flower of his man- 
hood, he died ‘at. his post doing duty’—died that others 
might live. A noble life—not lived in vain! A record 
of hereditary talent, bravery and loyalty.”

THE GOSSIP OF WASHINGTON. 


(Correspondence of the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL. ) 
Washington, D.C., April 17, 1902. 
Although statements have been rather freely made in 
the daily press this week to the effect that the retirement 
by the President of Lieut. Gen. Nelson A. Miles might be 
looked for any day, no authoritative anouncement of the 
prospect of such action by the President has been made 
either at the White House or by the Secretary of War. 
In Army circles in this city the best informed officers are 
frank to admit that the recent friction between Secretary 
Root and General Miles makes it probable that the eae 
will be placed on the retired list long before he reaches 
the onan sixty-four, on Aug. 8, 1903. Whether the 
President will exercise his prerogative before Congress 
adiourns is another matter and seems to be very doubtful. 
If he does, however, Major Gen. John R. Brooke will 
certainly be appointed Commanding General of the Army 
until he arrives at the age for retirement, July 21, 1902. 
Secretary Root left Washington for New York en route 
to Cuba April 16, and will not return to this country 
until April 29. Prior to his departure he positively de- 
nied the statement made in one of the New York papers 
to the effect that the order for retirement of General 
Miles had been prepared and even went so far as to 
declare that he did not believe any action looking to the 
lieutenant general’s retirement would be taken during his 
(Mr. Root’s) absence. The Administration feels more 
hopeful now thatn it did two weeks ago of favorable ac- 
tion by the Senate Committee on Military Affairs on the 
bili to increase the efficiency of the Army. Since General 
Schofield gave his testimony on the bill, which was printed 
April 12 in the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, the situation 
las greatly cleared and there is evidently a better feeling 
Letween the War Department and the Senate Committee 
on Military Affairs, Several of the most influential mem 
bers of the Committee who have until recently been op- 
posed to the Army bill are now either doubtful, or are 
in favor of making a favorable report and urging the bill’s 
pessage. The War Department intends to continue its 
fight for the measure and the officials are convinced that 
they will be able to win over a majority of the members 
of the Committee and get a favorable report on the bill. 
The prospects seem to be excellent that Congress will 
aporeve the plans of Adjt. Gen. Henry C. Corbin and 
Colonel Mills, Superintendent of the Military Academy, 
for the rehabilitation of West Point. These two officers 
feel much gratified at the attitude assumed by the House 
(Committee on Military Affairs and the generous appro- 
jviations recommended this year to begin the -vork at the 
Academ*.

MORE ENLISTED MEN FOR THE NAVY. 

In compliance with a request from the House Committe: 
on Naval Affairs, the Secretary of the Navy. has trans- 
mitted to that body a memorandum prepared by Rear 
Admiral A. S. Crowninshield, Chief Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, U.S.N., showing the number of receiving ships and 
the number of training ships now in the service, together 
with the number of men that can be comfortably taken 
care of on each. The receiving ships are six in number, 
being the Franklin, the Wabash, the Richmond, the Co- 
lumbia, the Independence and the Nipsic. Their crews 
altogether number 603 men, and they can accommodate 
a total of 1,590 recruits. The training snips now in use 
for landsmen are eight in number, being the Buffalo, the 
Prairie, the Dixie, the Alliance, the Lancaster, the To- 
peka, the Mohican and the Indiana. They can accommo- 
date 2,580 men. All these training ships now have their 
full quota on board, but the Indiana will be withdrawn 
from the training service about May 1 for the annual 
cruise of the naval cadets, and the caster, not being 
in condition to cruise in other than home waters, will 
also be withdrawn in a short time from the list of cruising 
training ships. The ve suitable ships, not now in use 
that could be made available for the training service are 
the Yankee, the Panther, the Texas, the Adams and the 
Reina Mercedes. The Panther, Adams and Reina Mer- 
cedes are to be fitted for training service as soon as funds 
are available, but the Reina Mercedes cannot be made 
ready in less than a year, owing to her need of expensive 
repairs. Moreover, there are at present no men or petty 
officers available to commission any of these shups. 

The facts given above only partly disclose the embar- 
rassment under which the Navy is laboring with refer- 
ence to the enlisted service. e trouble is more fully 
shown by the statement of Lieut.

who have been in the service less than two years, and who 
have had no sea experience prior to enlisting and who are 
now merely mg | daily instruction. Not one warship 
now in commission has her full war complement of men 
on board, all are short of petty officers, and the men now 
in training are all needed for vessels already in commis 
sion. To man the vessels now building there will be re 
quired 9,777 men and 3,597 petty officers, a total of 13,- 
334, of whom 4,000 will be pore A for ships that are to 
be completed by July 1, 1903. To man the vessels now in 
ordinary, undergoing repairs and out of commission there 
would be required 4,034 men and 2,246 petty officers, a 
total of 6,280, of whom 2,000 are needed for ships com 
missioned prior to July. 1, 1903. 

To meet these needs the Navy Department proposes 
a plan of continuous enlistment at the rate of 3,000 a 
year for nine years, which would result in nearly doub- 
ling the enlisted force during that period. It is plain that, 
with the continual increase in the size of the National 
fleet, there must be a commensurate enlargement of the 
enlisted force if the ships are to be kept in readiness 
for service. Commander Cottman has already urged a 
policy of continuous enlistment, and his views are ap- 
proved by the Secretary of the Navy, who has more than 
once recommended its adoption. Commander Cottman 
made an earnest plea to the House Committee for aut- 
thority to proceed with the plan noticed above. “We must 
have these men,” he said, “or we can not get along. There 
is not a ship that does not complain against the office. I 
represent that we do not give them enough men.”

Forty yeats succeeding the fina) overthrow of Napo- 
leon Mr. Buckle, writing his History of Civilization, in 
1855, congratulated himself that the practice of war 
was steadily declining. In the seventeen years suc- 
ceeding these forty years of peace we had five great 
wars involving every one of the great European Powers 
and our own country. 


In Germany a new large caliber bullet with a steel 
head has been put on the market. Sometimes in hunting 
big game with ordinary bullets, they do not penetrate 
far enough to kill. To better this the steel head with a 
flat point is fitted into the bullet, which prevents the 
same from flattening down when striking. Trials have 
proved that. the steel head does not flatten even when 
shot into hard wood. These bullets assure at penetra- 
tion and kill game quickly. ‘i‘hey are made in calibers 
11 mm. long and 9.3 mm. and 11 mm. short. 


The latest 6-in. 50-caliber gun used in the Japanese 
navy is wire-wound for about half its length, and is from 
5 to 10 calibers longer than those now in service. The 
total length is 309.73-in. ; length of bore, 30-in. ; weight of 
projectile, 100 lbs.; weight of cordite charge, 29 Ibs. ; 
weight of nitrocellulose charge, 47 lbs., corresponding 
velocities for both powders, 3,000 foot-seconds; corre- 
sponding. energy, 6,240 tons; maximum pressure in gun, 
15.5 tons; total weight of gun, 7.98 tons: 


Sentence in the case of Colonel von Grimm, of the 
Russian army, who was recently condemned to death 
on conviction at Warsaw of selling military secrets to a 
foreign power, has been commuted to life imprisonment. 
Colonel von Grimm is not a Russian by birth, but a 
German from the Baltic provinces. In the case of Colonel 
von Grimm, it is stated that General Kuropathine 
noticed that the Germans systematically stationed two 
regiments at each of the frontier posts which, according 
to the Russian mobilization plan, were selected for a 
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concentration of troops in the event of war. He soon 
became convinced that the plans were known, and at 
length the traitor was discovered. One report is that 
Colonel von Grimm is merely a tool of officers more 
highly placed. It is now reported that the Ozar has 
ordered the whole scheme of mobilization in the military 
district of Warsaw to be recast. 

Of Gen. Sir Andrew Clarke of the British army who 
died on March 30, Mr. Arnold White says in the Phil- 
adelphia Ledger: “Sir Andrew Clarke was one of the 
master minds of the British Empire. He was the 
author of our strategical defences, and was snubbed and 
derided by the men of pleasure who have managed to 
capture the fountains of honor and of office. England 
has never produced a nobler nature than the lion- 
hearted old men who went to his rest on Monday.”
